Danbury ready to Go with 
Ford-based campervans 

Keenly priced new models offer car-like driving with three levels of camping kit 


N ow, Fun and Go are the three 
new campervan conversions 
launched by Danbury on Ford 
base vehicles. The entry-level 
Now - based on the Ford Tourneo 
Connect- can be used as a 
compact camper or a five-seat car 
for daily use. The key feature is 
that the camping kit is removable, 
with the fridge, toilet, cooker and 
storage all in one unit at the rear. 
The 2.00m by 1.10m bed comes 
courtesy of a slide-out platform 
with mattress. 

There is pumped cold water with 
removable fresh and waste tanks 
that hold 15 litres each. Cooking is 


on the gas two-burner hob, while 
washing up is taken care of in the 
stainless-steel sink with black glass 
lid. There's a portable 12V/230V, 
14-litre capacity fridge for food. 

There are three trim levels for 
the Now's Ford base, starting with 
Style which features 16-inch alloys, 
heated manual door mirrors, dual 
sliding rear doors, daytime running 
lights, ESC and EBA (Emergency 
Brake Assist), immobiliser and 
remote central locking. In Style 
spec, the Danbury Now fixed-roof 
camper starts at £19,345 (powered 
by the 99bhp 1 -litre EcoBoost 
three-cylinder petrol engine with 


six-speed manual gearbox). A 
1.5-litre 99bhp Duratorq diesel with 
five-speed 'box costs £600 extra. 

Zetec trim (from £20,995) adds 
electric, heated door mirrors, front 
foglights, a heated windscreen and 
rear privacy glass, while a 1 18bhp 
diesel is also offered on this spec. 

Finally, the Titanium trim offers 
fancy alloys, a panoramic roof and 
rear privacy glass, high-gloss 
chrome headlamp bezels, integrated 
roof rails. Active City Stop, rear 
parking sensors, Auro headlamps 
and rain-sensing wipers. These 
diesel-only models start at £23,045 
for the 99bhp version, with an 


automatic 118bhp version topping 
the price list at £25,195. 

The Danbury Fun (above, 
right) - on the larger, T6-rivalling, 
Transit Custom - heads into more 
traditional campervan territory with 
its rising roof, but still has an eye 
on versatility as a daily driver. Its 
compact kitchen unit is placed 
behind the driver's seat and 
features a 50-litre compressor 
fridge and two-burner gas hob. The 
three-seater rear bench folds flat 
electrically to create the generous 
1.95m by 1.47m bed. Furniture is 
available in a variety of colours, 
including the prototype's bold 
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new 


bright red, and the illuminated 
splashback adds a touch of style. 

A Porta Potti goes under the rear 
seat and there are wardrobe and 
storage cupboards for your stuff. 

The Fun has two base vehicle 
trim options. Base or Trend. The 
former offers central locking, CD/ 
radio with Bluetooth, trip computer, 
electric front windows, eight-way 
adjustable driver's seat with 
armrest and headlights with 
courtesy delay. Pricing is from 
£33,999 with the 2.2-litre 99bhp 
diesel engine. 

Trend trim adds full wheeltrims, 
projector-style headlamps, front 



foglights, power-fold mirrors, 
rain-sensing wipers, automatic 
headlamps, front and rear parking 
sensors, cruise control, a 10-way 
adjustable driver's seat. Ford Sync 
radio system, leather-trimmed 
steering wheel and gearknob, 
heated windscreen and lockable 
glovebox. The Trend spec comes 
with 99, 123 or 153bhp diesel 
motors, starting at £34,999. 

Full-on camping comes with 
the Danbury Go, which has been 
redesigned since its launch at the 


and a swivel passenger cab seat. 
The sink area has an illuminated 
splashback which can optionally 
include a flatscreen TV. 

As with the Fun, Go comes with 
Base (99bhp diesel only, from 
£35,999) or Trend (from £36,999) 
trim levels on the base vehicle. 

All three of the new models 
come with a three-year warranty.

The Go offers the classic 
side galley layout with a two- 
person crash-tested rear seat in 
either fixed or sliding form.

The Go has enhanced kitchen 
facilities with a three-burner gas 
hob, grill and oven.

Fold-away table for motorhomes 


O ne of the more unusual 
innovations at this autumn's 
motorhome shows came courtesy 
of Italian companies. Project 2000 
and Tecnoform. This is a dinette 
table that is housed in an 
aluminium covering on the wall. 
The table slides up and out and 
has two flip-out wings that 


further extend the surface. There 
are no supporting legs, making 
it easy to get around. When the 
table is no longer required it 
simply folds over and can be 
slid back in. The table was 
showcased in the Fiat Ducato 4x4 
Expedition concept motorhome 
that was on the Fiat Professional 


stand at the NEC show. 

David Nardini, CEO of Project 
2000, said, "We have developed 
this table together with Tecnoform 
and are very satisfied with this 
partnership. The possibility to 
free, with a single movement, the 
dinette from the obstruction of the 
table opens new scenarios in the 


research for space onboard. 
When not needed, in fact, the 
table limits the habitability and 
represents an obstruction. This is 
clear to the British, who have the 
habit of removing the table and 
putting it in the wardrobe. Now, 
even they will have a more simple 
solution for this purpose." 


EUROPEAN RULE CHANGES HOW 
PAYLOAD FIGURES ARE CALCULATED 

The amount of available payload specified in the brochures of 
UK-built motorhomes is expected to increase for 2016 models, 
thanks to a change in the rules and regulations set down by 
the European Standards Committee. This has come about 
because the European Standard for Motorhome Payload is 
in conflict with the European Directive for the Masses and 
Dimensions of Vehicles. As the Directive ranks higher in 
European law-making, the Standard has now been withdrawn. 

The reason this makes a difference is because the Directive 
itself has recently changed in how it takes into consideration 
water when travelling. Most British manufacturers have 
previously quoted available payload figures when fresh water 
tanks were at full capacity. As one litre of water weighs one 
kilogramme, this often resulted in as much as 100kg being 
removed from the available payload. The new wording in the 
Directive says that the manufacturer can specify how much 
water is in the tanks when calculating a Mass in Running 
Order figure, and thus the available payload. 

David Whitehead of the National Caravan Council (NCC), 
the trade body for motorhome manufacturers, confirmed 
that when British manufacturers update their Type Approval 
for 2016 launches, they will be able to specify available 
payload with no water on board, which will push the 
figures up. For the customer it means that even more care 
must be taken when ordering a new vehicle and assessing 
the adequacy of its payload, because, in reality, few will 
travel without water onboard. Ensure you are fully aware 
how the payload has been calculated (and how much 
- if any - water is included) before you buy. 


Renault goes the extra mile 

T he Renault Trafic - as converted into a campervan by CMC Reimo and Flillside 
- has triumphed as the best-performing light commercial vehicle at the 2015 
MPG Marathon, winning the title Best Percentage Improvement (compared to 
manufacturer's claimed economy figures) in the LCV category. 

The MPG Marathon is a gruelling two-day economy challenge designed to 
put fuel economy claims under the spotlight. Renault's Trafic Energy dCi 120 
Sport achieved an overall economy figure of 57.65mpg - some 20% higher 
than the Trafic's official EU combined cycle figure of 47.9mpg.

EASY WASTE WATER DUMPING 
AT CARAVAN CLUB SITES 

The Caravan Club has developed a new motorhome waste 
point that allows members to empty grey waste without lifting 
a manhole cover. The existing method is to position your vehicle 
over a manhole after removing the heavy lid, which can be 
difficult for members to lift. The other problem associated with 
this is that motorhomes can have the grey waste disposal point 
on the left, right or middle of the van, which then requires you to 
manoeuvre over the manhole and, dependent on the type and size 
of vehicle, may mean you blocking the road. 

The new waste point is a drive-through design with an open 
grille, making it easy to manoeuvre over. The black waste is 
positioned behind the open grid but, unfortunately, this still 
requires a manhole due to environmental regulations, although 
few 'vans dispose of black (toilet) waste direct from the unit. 

This new standard been adopted at Brecon Beacon, Brighton, 
Seacroft and Chester Fairoaks, with more sites to follow in 2016.

- If nothing else, we’ve certainly proved there’s a huge array of choice out 
there. And we do fully advise you choose carefully. None of the following 
(except, probably, the Bilbo’s) will hold their value like a T5 California - the 
only camper that VW builds itself But some will come close. A basic rule 
applies - the more bespoke you want your finished camper, the more likely 
it will prove difficult to sell on (and we do all come to that point eventually). 

EMISSIONS UPDATES? 

Between completing this Showdown and its final write-up, the news 
broke of the emissions scandal involving products from Volkswagen. 


Some VW vans may be affected by this news and, at the time of writing 
we were still awaiting definitive updates from Volkswagen UK. 

However, either you or the converter can enter the T5’s VIN details on 
the website at volkswagen.co.uk/owners/dieselinfo to give you an 
instant response as to whether the van is affected or not, and then advise 
you on the next steps you can take. 

As we went to press, Autohaus, Bilbo’s, Dolphin (suppliers of the Auto- 
Sleeper), Ecowagon, Nomad, Rolling Homes, Stowford, VW Kamper 
Centre (Hillside) and Volksleisure all confirmed that their vehicles shown 
here are not affected by this situation and we hear from various sources 
that no T5s at all are affected. Let’s go camping... - ; V

H ERE'S a company that’s currently really 
going for it in the camper market. And it’s 
doing it with a bit of swagger, too. 
Autohaus sells direct from its Somerset 
manufacturing base, as well as via the VW 
Kamper Centre, which delivered this all-red 
example for review, and offers all such 
conversions with a 12-month warranty, as well as 
any balance on the original three-year warranty 
for the T5 itself. 

Retailers also include Thompson Leisure (in 
Northern Ireland) and hire specialist Freedhome. 
VWKC keeps prices down by offering a standard 


conversion package, but at Autohaus itself there’s a 
freer rein for more bespoke variations. 

It certainly goes about things The right way’, 
with its plans for Type Approval, safety testing, 
and so on. But who buys a lipstick-red campervan 
with an equally eye-catching black and red 
interior scheme? A fair few folk, it seems, 
according to VWKC, which cites Autohaus as the 
most popular marque it sells. 

This all-red 42,000-miler has barn doors at the 
back, as do so many campervans that start their 
life in a less glamorous role. It’s a complementary, 
distinctive leather upholstery inside, and even the 


sliding door trim has been finished in black. All 
manner of other colour schemes - exterior and 
interior - are available, of course. But we can only 
judge on what’s put in front of us and, here, the 
finish of the upholstery for the cab seat headrests 
was not so impressive. There’s still lots of (now 
dated looking) carpet lining, too, including the 
rear wheelarches. 

The main furniture colour is also black (a 
woodgrain finish called Hacienda), all built 
in-house and with durable edge-banded trim (as 
opposed to knock-on plastic favoured by some), 
with a shaped main furniture unit that’s little more

than the depth of the Smev two-ring hob and sink 
combination unit at its narrowest. A Smev oven/ 
grill steals a lot of kitchen storage space, even 
though there are a couple of extra lockers above 
the cooker and two floor lockers (the right-hand 
one housing the RCD). 

Storage includes a small locker above and 
beyond the back seat. Instead of actual catches, all 
locker doors have a push-to-open function. We 
wonder how those will last the test of time. 

Needless to say, in an example like this the 
interior is not going to be light, especially with 
the roof down. In fact, it can seem extremely 


gloomy, though lots of LED lighting helps lift 
things a bit. 

Note, also, the Autohaus -branded electrical 
control panel. Reading lights haven’t been 
forgotten, either. Other fittings include Webasto 
heating, two lots of double mains sockets and 
typical camper window curtains (arguably the 
best type for such vehicles as they’re not just 
effective in their blackout, but also take up 
minimal space). 

That Reimo roof has a bed fitting, giving this 
’van a four-berth status. It’s the usual thin mattress 
up there, but the overall dimensions are decent. 


The mains connection tucked under the rear 
bumper has pluses and minuses. In its favour, it 
means there’s no need to cut a hole in the 
bodywork, and there’s no unsightly panel; the 
minus is some folk won’t like bending down to 
plug in the mains lead. Details, details. 

It’s only the 82bhp (84PS) engine here, 
although supplying retailer, the VW Kamper 
Centre, says it gets an occasional request to 
provide power upgrades. (Do discuss that with 
your insurance company first.) Reversing sensors 
are a plus, but no air-conditioning will mark 
down the base vehicle for most buyers.

2014 Auto-Sleeper 


M eet an old friend that’s been a bit 
revitalised. Auto-Sleepers produced its 
first Trooper when Volkswagen’s T4 
came to light in 1991 - a time when it was top of 
the tree for camper conversions. And ironically, 
while Trooper no longer features in the Auto- 
Sleeper portfolio of new models (only long- 
wheelbase T6 high-top Topaz remains), it hasn’t 
stopped the company dusting off the old design 
files and supplying conversions to a small 
selection of retailers who source their own T5s. 
So, you’ll see new Trooper conversions of pre- 
owned T5s on the forecourts at Marquis Leisure 


(with its 11 branches throughout England), as 
well as Motor Plus in Derby and Dolphin 
Motorhomes, which has branches in 
Southampton and Christchurch, Dorset. Dolphin 
supplied this example, but it also retails Pursuit 
Sports, which are produced exclusively for 
Dolphin by a local converter (and are arguably 
aimed at a younger audience). 

Earlier Troopers used Auto-Sleepers’ own 
design of solid-sided elevating roof. Here, it’s 
Reimo’s altogether less complex (and less 
draughty) rear-hinged unit. It’s easier to push up 
and pull back down again, but we did note the 


canvas had a slight tear where it had caught in the 
scissor-action hinges. This is a rare occurrence on 
such roofs (it was a more widespread problem 
with some of Reimo’s rivals). Of course, it’s always 
a good idea to have at least the sliding door open 
when lowering these roofs, so that the air has 
somewhere to escape. 

Inside, it’s a standard VW camper floorplan, 
although fitting the back seat further towards the 
rear does gives you optimum floor space (at the 
expense of boot space) - and also allows you to 
access the fridge when the bed is down.

Does the company need an introduction?

and, while that Dometic fridge may seem a bit old 
hat, it has three-way operation (230V, gas and, 
while travelling only, 12V), and is silent when 
operating. There’s a longer run of kitchen worktop 
than most, although it’s a bit unusual to see a 
separate drainer in a vehicle like this. It robs you 
of worktop space, so we’d rather not have it. 

The low-backed rear seat remains, too. It may 
have safety-tested certification, but upper back 
and head protection are non-existent. On the 
plus side, it’s one of the easiest beds to make up 
here - it simply glides out flat - although it’s very 
narrow (a direct result of the wider-than-average 


furniture unit). There is also the option to add a 
1.91m X 1.21m roof bed. 

Dolphin Motorhomes sources Highline 
versions of the T5 for its Troopers, so you get a 
lot of kit as standard - cab air-conditioning, 16in 
Volkswagen alloy wheels, cruise control, metallic 
paint, leather-trimmed steering wheel and 
gearlever, front foglights. Category 1 alarm, 
Bluetooth phone preparation, driver’s seat 
armrests, rear parking sensors and colour-coded 
bumpers and mirrors. 

But then there are aspects of the conversion 
that aren’t so in keeping with more modern tastes 


- the wood-effect trim to the dashboard and the 
concertina blind fittings for the side and rear 
windows, for example. 

It’s a high price here, too, although some of 
that can be offset by the fact that this will 
probably hold onto its value far better than some 
of the others here. To this day. Troopers carry 
badging to say that they’re an approved 
conversion as far as the National Caravan Council 
(NCC) is concerned. 

The big advantage, however, comes with a base 
vehicle as recent as this and a brand new 
conversion. It’s all practically as good as new!

T his Nexa qualified for inclusion in our 
showdown because, although originally 
built as an all-new camper, at £32,950 this 
four-year- old is comfortably within our presumed 
budget. Its also based on the T5 as supplied 
exclusively to Volkswagen UK’s approved’ 
converters. And as it’s only ever been a campervan, 
it will arguably have had an easier life than 
anything that was once a delivery van. 

It’s had just one previous owner. Plus the 
conversion really is as new, with no major changes 
to report, should you wish to order a brand new 
Nexa. Indeed, it’s a good testament to the lasting

qualities of Bilbo’s conversion work. 

Bilbo’s should need little introduction as a 
specialist converter of VWs that’s also been at the 
forefront of the market for at least the last 10-15 
years of its four-decade existence. It was also one of 
the first specialists to get European Whole Vehicle 
Type Approval for all of its range, back in 2012. 

This is one of just three high-tops in this 
procession. It’s a good reminder of the different 
dimensions such fittings add to a VW camper in 
terms of permanent headroom and additional 
storage. The loss of ability to get under car park 
height barriers is the only real downside, although 


you might include appearance here, too. 

But do note that plenty of converters, including 
Bilbo’s, can offer a fixed high-top as well as the 
more standard elevating roof variants. 

So, what extra storage do you get? There’s a large, 
sliding door locker over the cab that’s ideal for placing 
your bedding. Each side section comprises shelving, 
as well as push-button lockers and cubbyholes. Plus, 
there’s double shelving over the tailgate that will come 
in handy when you’re parked up. And there’s a pair of 
side windows - double-glazed acrylic units with 
cassette blinds and flyscreens. Just carpet lining for 
insulation to the roof is a bit disappointing.

There's no arguing with the more 
practical leanings of any Bilbo's 
camper and this one has a proven 
layout which will keep its value 
exceptionally well. 


The Nexa is certainly a different floorplan to what 
we’d regard as the Traditional VW camper’. Here, 
there are four individual travel seats which combine 
to offer sleeping accommodation on twin single beds. 

In daytime mode, swivelling each cab seat creates 
two single dinettes - with a table fitting to a side rail 
on the offside and a pivoting tabletop on the nearside 
that means access via the sliding door isn’t restricted. 
When not needed, the latter folds away reasonably 
neatly, while the former straps to the back of the rear 
offside furniture unit, just inside the tailgate. 

It’s a layout that allows full walk-through, too. As 
you head towards the back, the main kitchen unit is 


to your right, where you get a three-ring hob and 
sink that also manages to leave some valuable 
worktop, with an upstander section at the back to 
offer protection from splashes and drips. 

There’s also a Smev grill, while the rest of the 
unit is a handy mix of two drawers and a large 
cupboard. Across the galley is a Waeco CoolMatic 
compressor fridge, which is set at a convenient 
height for the chef. Its housing also means the 
floor locker immediately below it is spacious 
enough to host a large Porta Potti. Completing this 
nearside furniture unit is a wardrobe that provides 
both hanging space and shelving. 


Bilbo’s is a long-term adherent of using curtains, 
rather than any other form of campervan blackout, 
in the cab as well as throughout the living quarters. 
As ever, they’re generously cut and lined, with press 
studs to hold them in place. The use of plastic 
mouldings is another indicator of Bilbo’s more 
professional approach to its conversions. Note, also, 
the exterior’s rubber side strips that are ideally 
placed to withstand those car park knocks. 

This example comes with an MoT that runs to 
next March and a six- month warranty. The lack of 
cab air-conditioning could be the only deal-breaker 
on the T5 side of things.

H ERE'S another company that’s made its 
way to the top of the pile by offering 
something different. Very different, in 
this case - as Danbury’s recent fortunes have 
been made by importing the last of the ‘bay 
window’ Volkswagen Type 2s from Brazil and 
converting them into UK-spec’ campers. If you 
want the classic looks (with 1970s driving 
chatacteristics, too), then you might still get one 
of the last new ones in the country. 

Not so far behind, however, has been its 
production of campers on T5s, of which the Surf 
has been its lead model. This is the Bristol-based 


company’s take on the traditional VW camper 
floorplan, complete with its own elevating roof 
and rear seat designs. 

That run of furniture is a bit different, too, in 
that it’s partly L-shaped, with the end section 
housing a triangular sink set over an angled 
tambour door that opens up to reveal a rather 
handy slide-out, low-level worktop-cum-coffee- 
table. In turn, the unit here also houses a Waeco 
50-litre compressor fridge. 

The cooker is one you won’t see anywhere else 
these days, either (at least, not in a recently 
converted camper). It’s a standard two -ring hob. 


and its surroundings are fitted with heat- reflecting 
metal, but the big bonus for many will be the fact 
it also provides a small grill. The downside is that 
it looks very old hat. 

A couple of slide-out lockers to its left are 
evidence of some neat storage solutions. And the 
wardrobe at the back, with hanging rail, looks 
capable of holding plenty. 

Elsewhere, the decor is a mix of modern 
tambour doors for the lockers and a light wood 
furniture finish. Other colours for the cabinets, 
including some bold shades and a choice of soft 
furnishings are available, of course.

Danburys work starts with the offer to fully glaze 
a customer-supplied T5 panel van to motorhome 
specification, from £999. 

A swivelling double seat for cab passengers 
brings this up to five places for travel, but its just 
the standard accommodation for two as tested 
(although a £599 roof bed can be retro -fitted). 
Frankly, if you need a five-seater, wed recommend 
going for a camper with a wider rear seat. The 
double cab seat is fiddly to swivel and the fittings 
do not inspire confidence. It prevents walk- 
through from the cab, too. 

That roof is easy to operate, though, needing 


just the gentlest of pushes to get it up. 

The rear seat, meanwhile, is set further back 
than most, helping to optimise floor space. The 
downside of this, however, is there’s less luggage 
room inside the barn doors. 

You just need to be a bit careful, too, where you 
put your fingers when you’re pushing that bed 
down flat. That said, it easily drops into place, and 
is longer than most, as well as nice and flat once 
set up as a bed. It’s also easy enough to return to 
seating mode, where it’s supposed to self-lock into 
position for travel. 

As for the base vehicle, the all-red appearance 


may be racy - and indeed, further enhanced by 
those black 18in alloy wheels, spoilers front and 
back and chrome side rails - all courtesy of the 
Sport Pack option. But, it’s only the 82bhp (84PS) 
engine under the bonnet. Performance might be 
considered acceptable, just, and it’s certainly 
economical if you’re not in a hurry. The base 
vehicle has done nearly 50,000 miles with its one 
previous owner. 

Cab air-conditioning is absent on this particular 
example. And the manual window winders? That’s 
what you get with the standard T28 version of the 
T5. Treat them as a retro touch!

T his is so unique it has no model name 
as such, although few will forget the 
company title. Stop giggling at the back! 

A walk around the outside can give you an 
indication of what you can have on your T5 when 
you ask Dirty Weekender to convert it. That’s 
VW’s distinctive Toffee Brown metallic paint 
finish, which is proving popular with campervan 
buyers. Then there are the six-spoke alloy wheels, 
the chrome side bars, daytime running lights and 
plenty more. 

And that Reimo roof. Just take a look at the 
artwork on the top (see the concluding page of this 


feature on page 57: the Dirty Weekender is the 
fifth camper from the right). It’s a wrap finish and 
you can actually have any design you want. 

The same applies inside, where a wrap can be 
applied to the furniture and, again, the only limit 
is your imagination. 

Dirty Weekender says that typically it uses 
Reimo furniture kits - but the much-lower-than- 
usual units supplied here are its own, featuring a 
high-gloss black finish to birch ply that’s post- 
formed and pre-laminated. 

Beware black, though. It may be easy enough to 
wipe clean, but it does tend to show up the marks.

rather smart Venetian blind that tucks up neatly 
out of sight in the recess above - its Dirty 
Weekenders own design. Elsewhere, there are 
magnetic cab curtains - yet another neat touch 
- and snug-fitting Van-X curtains for all the 
other windows. 

The rear seat is a standard, fixed (ie non- 
sliding) RIB unit (despite most of Dirty 
Weekenders work being with Reimo products). 
On this example, the only access to the underseat 
storage is by pulling up the squab - but, again, this 
is what the customer wanted. Wed recommend 
that you go for something more versatile. 


The arrangement here also means storage 
space inside the tailgate is limited. Worth 
knowing with the RIB unit, though, is that the 
section at the head end (nearest the tailgate) can 
be reclined to any angle - great if you want to sit 
up in bed. And useful if you want to carry taller 
loads behind the back seat. 

Above, there’s no roof bed (it’s an option), but 
what you do get when the roof’s up is a very 
handy storage ledge. 

There’s also lots of LED lighting throughout 
(again, you ask. Dirty Weekender will say yes). 

The T5 base has been spec’d up to Highline 


level, with features such as cruise control, air- 
conditioning, leather steering wheel, VW’s Cab 
Comfort Pack, plus VW Sportline alloy wheels 
and spoilers, reversing sensors, mudflaps and 
plenty more. All that’s missing is the electronic 
trip meter. 

It’s all rather overwhelming. No doubt about it, 
this is something of a showstopper. It’s also highly 
individualistic - so it should be no surprise to 
hear this was all as commissioned by a highly 
delighted Dirty Weekender customer.

S POTTED the Ecowagon in our pictures? 
Not from the front, perhaps, but definitely 
from the back, with its tailgate open. That 
lime green furniture is a real eye-opener. 

There’s plenty more out-of-the-box thinking 
here, although the floorplan plays it relatively 
safe with a standard furniture along the side and 
rear bench seat/bed formula. 

This example is based on a T5 with the highly 
desirable 138bhp engine and six-speed manual 
gearbox, with a cab that includes air-con, as well 
as a stereo upgrade. 

Ecowagon tends towards sustainability. 


although it has fitted a German SCA Deluxe rising 
roof. It’s the model with a slatted bed base that 
offers just that bit more bedtime comfort. 

The rear seat is UK-sourced, though. Erom 
Bristol specialist company. Smart Beds, it has a 
particularly easy operation for converting from 
seating to the flattest of mattresses. It’s longer 
than most, too, at 1.93m, albeit not as wide as 
it could be. 

As ever, there’s some compromise in the rear 
seat/bed. Here, the squab is rather short. However, 
the whole fitting has a really neat five -stage 
process whereby you can adjust the rake of the 


backrest. Actual backrest height isn’t as tall as it 
looks, either, although you can specify slot-in 
head restraints - you’ll need to if you’re going to 
carry adults in the back. 

To complement the seating, the table is a Sequoia 
system, which has a twist-in pedestal leg for 
excellent stability, with both the tabletop and leg 
stowing away behind the driver’s seat. The swivels 
for the cab seats are courtesy of Sportscraft.

reconstituted product) trimwork, it all adds to the 
individuality. And yes, it does go particularly well 
with the furniture finish. 

There’s definitely a solid feel to that furniture, 
too. It’s all made in-house by Ecowagon, with 
noteworthy aspects like the slight curve to the 
section just inside the back door. 

Meanwhile, the kitchen’s focal point is a two- 
ring hob and sink from Can, with the latter to the 
left, but with the whole unit set as far towards the 
rear as possible - leaving a lot of marble-style 
worktop behind the driver’s chair. 

Aft of this, the base of the wardrobe is home to 


a fresh water carrier, leisure battery and single gas 
cylinder. They’re all placed together, where we’d 
expect - indeed, insist - that at least the gas 
cylinder has a dedicated locker of its own, for 
safety. The wardrobe looks like it lacks a hanging 
rail (or needs extra shelving), but Ecowagon 
reckons it never gets asked for such items - 
although, of course, it’s perfectly happy to 
accommodate such requests. 

As ever, it’s always worth asking questions 
about what’s under the skin. In keeping with its 
focus on environmental sustainability, Ecowagon 
uses recycled PET water bottles as a highly 


effective insulation material. 

Also among the fittings here is an MV heating 
system using the diesel fuel supply, plus some 
especially neat LED lighting. Ecowagon says a 
full conversion like this would set you back some 
£20,000, on top of the price of the base vehicle. 
However, it offers conversions from around half 
that price. 

Type Approval is pending on this model. 
Strictly speaking, converters of pre-owned T5s 
don’t need to go through any approval process, so 
you can take it as a sign of any company that is 
serious about its work.

N ot all campervans have to have elevating 
roofs. A small proportion of buyers want 
a permanent high-top like this - typically, 
previous camper owners who have had enough of 
pushing up and pulling down a pop-top, or who 
just simply want the extra, permanent standing 
room and upper-level storage that a high roof 
affords, yet still expect the sheer driveability that 
any VW offers. A high-roof camper will also be 
better suited to winter camping. 

Such roofs don’t necessarily have much effect 
on performance or economy, either. All you 
really forego is that ability to slip under car park

height barriers or into a large domestic garage. 

The neatly styled high-top seen here comes from 
Germany’s SCA, which is also widely regarded as a 
leading exponent of elevating roofs (indeed. 
Hillside is among a significant number of UK 
agents for the brand). 

Hillside also sets its store by RIB rear seats 
(which it also uses in its Nissan, Ford and Renault 
conversions), while another signature feature is the 
added curve-fronted door at the front of the 
furniture run. Hinge it open and it reveals some 
handy shelving, as well as the Waeco compressor 
fridge and Smev grill. 


The kitchen top, meanwhile, is home to a 
familiar Smev hob and sink combination, in this 
instance with the two gas rings to the left. There’s 
also a lip at the end of the worktop to offer some 
protection from spillages, although the back edge 
of this unit doesn’t get such guarding, apart from 
the glass lids for the hob and sink. 

Also, the worktop area to the right of the sink 
includes a lidded cutlery tray - another feature 
that we also felt could suffer if liquids get spilt, 
especially as the plastic tray in here cannot be 
lifted out. A proper pull-out cutlery drawer 
would be a worthwhile improvement to the

Extra kitchen storage comes in the form of a 
higher-level locker over the cutlery holder, with a 
short section of open shelving adjacent. 

There’s more storage in the base of the RIB 
seat, of course, accessed via the hinged squab or 
hatches in its base (where you can slide away a 
portable loo). Converting it into a bed takes a bit 
of practice before you can honestly say it’s easy 
- and the RIB bed certainly isn’t the longest, 
although you do get plenty of feet-dangling space 
at the forward end and the mattress itself is flat 
and firm. 


Hillside has added non-VW opening windows 
to both sides of this Birchover (the roof lacks 
windows, unfortunately), with more traditional 
lined curtains for blackout and a bit of insulation. 
That curtain rail around the cab is rather old- 
style, too. Carpet trimwork is kept to a minimum, 
however. And lighting is the latest LEDs - 
energy-saving, more efficient, longer-lasting 
and, generally, brighter. 

Open the back doors and there’s a generous 
amount of boot space (especially with the 
rearmost mattress section raised to vertical), as 
well as a gas locker that’s easy to access, plus an 


external shower fitting - useful with kids or 
dogs, or just muddy boots. The wardrobe above 
has just the single door access. 

But, of course, it’s the high-top that almost 
doubles the amount of storage space - with 
generous lockers fore and aft, plus deep shelving 
running along either side. 

There’s a reassuring solidness to Hillside’s work 
that augurs well for long-term use. The colouring 
here could be seen by some as a bit mundane, but 
plenty of alternatives are available. 

Warranty back-up is 12 months for both the 
base vehicle and the conversion.

H ERE'S another manufacturer that needs a 
bit of an introduction to explain how it 
tackles this T5 camper sector. Both this 
and the Ranger overleaf are fresh out of having 
done service on the hire fleet of sister company, 
Bunk Campers. 

Needless to say, the experience of making 
campervans to withstand a hard life as hire 
vehicles, as well as customer feedback in this 
field, puts Nomad in good stead as far as 
manufacturing is concerned. 

Camper is Nomads most popular model and 
has a Reimo elevating roof. In metallic silver, an 


instantly noticeable spin-off from its rental life is 
the lack of fancy exterior bodywork (although 
there’s nothing to say you couldn’t have such stuff 
added) - for example, they’re the original 
unpainted plastic bumpers. Very practical, but 
not very pretty! 

Inside, it’s a standard camper floorplan, with a 
three-person Reimo Variotech 333 rear seat with a 
trio of three-point seatbelts and three adjustable 
head restraints. This comes on rails for optimum 
versatility in terms of seat location and floor 
space, both when you are on site and when you 
need rear luggage space. It also has a swivel table 


on a cranked leg that moves with the seat base. 

Nomad promises “motor industry grade 
velour carpet” for its linings, but you can see the 
bare edges and some of the ply backing on this 
example. There’s also a fair amount of exposed 
painted metal on show (rear wheelarches, around 
the windows, etc) and a few holes in the 
metalwork that would look all the better if they 
were plugged. 

Luckily, the silver paintwork complements the 
interior styling reasonably well, where the 
furniture is Vohringer (the wider 15mm boarding 
that’s veneered on both sides). Familiar features

include Smevs two-ring hob and sink. Note their 
orientation: its generally reckoned to be safer to 
have the sink nearest the drivers seat, as here. 
Waeco’s CR50 compressor fridge is also part of 
the fittings. 

There’s plenty more to admire, too, some of it 
under the skin. Wiring is courtesy of leading 
exponent Wiirth, flooring is from Altro, 
insulation is Reimo’s 10mm X-Trem Isolator 
foam (sides and floor) and there’s a Propex gas- 
fired heating system. 

More recent Campers use the basic Startline 
version of the T5. This earlier example has a 


BlueMotion Technology 112bhp (114PS) engine 
which promises “to cut fuel consumption and 
reduce emissions” (we know what you’re 
thinking) - thanks to features such as stop-start, 
brake energy recuperation, improved airflow, 
and cruise control. Surprisingly, it misses out on 
the sixth gear provided on the T5’s two more 
powerful engines. The alloy wheels you can see 
here are also added after its rental period and 
prior to retailing. 

Latest Campers also see a few changes - 
Webasto’s diesel-powered heater is an option, for 
instance, as is the roof bed. 


Because of its rental roots, there’s a roof bed in 
this model, bringing it up to four-berth status. In 
a normal’ Nomad Camper, it would be an extra. 

Of course, this example has had its knocks 
during its time as a rental vehicle. Holes in the 
roof canvas were in evidence (but such things will 
be sorted before selling). Equally, it’s stood up 
well to that tougher life - and the highly 
competitive pricing means you could be in for 
quite a bargain. It’s actually a rather good idea to 
see a camper that’s spent time as a hire vehicle - 
as Nomad puts it, one year’s hire is equivalent to 
five years in normal use.

I F you thought the price of the Camper over the 
page was a bit tasty, what about this? Its easy to 
explain why - see the ex-rental fleet comments 
in the preceding report. 

This is the only long- wheelbase T5 in this 
Showdown, but its a ready reminder that: a) you 
can have significantly more interior space (or so it 
seems) with a LWB version; and b) it otherwise 
performs exactly like the SWB T5 and you’re 
unlikely to notice any difference in fuel economy. 
In fact, the longer T5 offers slightly better ride and 
handling as a result of the greater distance 
between the wheels. 


It’s another high-top, too, using a Reimo roof, 
although the join where roof meets body is rather 
crude in places to say the least, and is only 
highlighted by the otherwise perfect colour match. 

Inside the tailgate, there’s a fresh water tank 
that’s removable for filling and cleaning, along 
with gas locker access and leisure battery storage. 
The fire extinguisher and CO alarm here are 
welcome safety features, too - if your campervan 
isn’t offered with at least the former, demand one 
to be fitted before you go camping. 

It’s the older Reimo Variotech Classic seat here 
(rather than the 333 fitted in the Nomad 


Camper), offering safe travel for just two, with a 
rock ’n’ roll mechanism that, once the headrests 
are removed, converts readily to a double bed. It’s 
not just a narrower seat, the newer Reimo unit is 
much slicker in use. 

Upstairs, it’s not quite so sophisticated. It’s a 
Reimo roof that’s fully lined, but it lacks anything 
in the way of windows, ventilation, or anything, 
really, apart from a single LED ceiling light and 
some slightly padded loose boards that pull out 
to make another double bed. Plus, the retaining 
straps for these two boards had gone AWOL, 
although, again, that’s something that will be

sorted as part of the snagging process for 
Nomads ex-rental campers that are about to be 
put up for sale. 

Its the usual Smev hob and sink combination 
unit here, supported by a Vitrifrigo compressor 
fridge operating from 12V/230V - but total 
capacity is a restrictive 39 litres; that’s not a lot if 
you’re setting out to provide accommodation for a 
family of four. 

There’s just the one opening window in the 
living area - a slider behind the kitchen. It’s the 
kitchen that benefits most from the use of a long- 
wheelbase T5, too. There’s more work surface 


(quite a lot more) and cupboard storage here. 

Thereafter, much of the kit is echoed in the 
preceding Camper write-up - German-made 
furniture, the fresh water supply system is the 
same, as are the electrics, most of the interior 
lighting is LED, and the wiring, flooring and 
insulation are the same materials/suppliers. 
There’s one key difference, though. The cab 
includes a double passenger seat on a swivel, and, 
again, we found it awkward to use and rather 
clonky in feel. 

Do note, also, this is a rather different beast to 
the recently announced 2016 Ranger - an all- 


new design using the T5/T6 Kombi (ie with VW’s 
own rear double-seat) as its base, but with a 
walk-through floorplan that puts the kitchen on 
one side and storage on the other at the back, 
plus a choice of high-top or front-hinged 
elevating roof. 

However, Nomad says it can still build you a 
Ranger ‘Mark One’, should you wish. 

We can only sum up this Nomad Ranger as a 
bit of a wild card. The price is the big attraction, 
of course, but maybe you might also want to 
budget for a few upgrades/improvements to this 
particular example.

I T'S the cabinetwork that’s the initial attraction 
here - with extensive use of real oak and some 
beautiful joinery work, from a company that 
has its background in designing kitchens for the 
home, as well as fitting out boat interiors. 

Columbus is Rolling Homes’ traditional- 
format VW, using the time-honoured furniture 
along one side and an RIB rear seat for a double 
bed. The company’s rear kitchen Livingstone 
won a previous Ultimate Showdown of VWs in 
December 2013. Upholstery is Volkswagen’s own 
black Tassimo, while the cab seats have 
Sportscraft swivels, and the shape of the furniture 


units allows the driver’s seat to turn. 

There’s also SCA’s Deluxe elevating roof with 
its double bed on slats, making it a more 
comfortable proposition than some. This roof 
also provides more foot room in the roof bed as 
it lifts higher at the rear. 

The real wood theme continues on the 
surrounds to the kitchen and rear nearside 
windows, which, again, helps lift the interior 
(although there were a couple of disappointing 
details in this example, which didn’t fit with what 
we expect of a Rolling Homes conversion). 
However, the Corian worktop is in keeping with 


this more premium offering, while under the skin. 
Rolling Homes uses sheep’s wool insulation. 

It was the table that caused most discussion in 
this camper. It’s a Volkswagen stock item (from 
the California), although Rolling Homes has 
adapted the fitting to clip it away in the sliding 
door - a really neat location that makes it far 
easier to access than the table storage fittings 
chosen by most other converters. However, in use, 
it just takes up too much floor space - and makes 
accessing the kitchen’s drawer, cupboard and 
fridge too tricky (you find you’re always having to 
shift the table). It can also be used outdoors, of 
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Ultimate showdown

It was a 35-year background in designing 
and making kitchens that led Mark Cooper 
to set up Rolling Homes. His Shrewsbury- 
based company, which moved to larger 
premises this year, continues to uphold 
his belief in quality woodwork - although 
the solid oak can actually be lighter 
than typical campervan furniture. Hardly 
surprisingly, the 'normal VW layout' 
Columbus makes up some three-quarters 
of Rolling Homes' sales, but other models 
include the Shackleton and Livingstone.

It has a 
ready supply of T5s, but can also convert 
customer-supplied vans.

course (but you supply your own chairs, unlike in 
a California). Rolling Homes is quick to point out, 
too, that it can offer alternative table solutions as 
part of its bespoke service. 

Overall storage can also be adapted to suit 
individual needs. Again, with this example, the 
feeling was that more could have been made of the 
wardrobe area. (Just ask - there are alternatives, 
including a more practical storage box.) 

Again, its details where it pays to do your 
research before ordering a more bespoke 
offering. If you think those push buttons for the 
locker doors are too small, for example (they are 


very fiddly). Rolling Homes does offer a second, 
larger size. 

The company makes play of its preference for 
a fixed RIB seat at the back, pointing out that the 
height means more base storage space. There’s 
still some through-view for the driver and you 
can still open the fridge with the bed down. 

In the against column, though, are the facts 
that the bed is short and some folk find the 
handles for folding the seating out into a bed 
aren’t the easiest to operate. It’s more about 
getting used to the process. 

There are no other surprises in the kitchen - 


where the Smev combination unit puts the hob 
towards the driver’s seat (although there’s a bit of 
worktop gap), with a drawer and Waeco 
compressor fridge immediately below. 

The T5 here is the T30 variant (for greater 
payload), with 2-litre lOlbhp (102PS) engine, 
which means it only qualifies for the five-speed 
manual gearbox. A higher-than-average mileage 
on the base vehicle also helps keep the price 
down in this instance. 

Still not convinced? Ask about Rolling Homes’ 
hire service and/or pay a visit to its swish new 
extended premises on the outskirts of Shrewsbury.

N ot only is this the most recent base 
vehicle here (a 15-plate), its also in highly 
desirable Highline trim, with metallic blue 
paintwork and Wolfrace alloy wheels also helping 
this vehicle stand out from the crowd. (As with 
any camper sitting on after-market rims, check 
they are the correct weight rating for the Van and 
sample the ride quality before buying on anything 
larger than 17in diameter wheels.) 

There’s also the added bonus of shiny side bars 
- with such items, especially if they’re non-VW 
accessories, it’s always worth checking that you 
can still access the jacking points. 


Stowford mixes the generally renowned 
superior manufacturing qualities of RIB’s rear seat 
bed with a roof from UK maker, Austop. The latter 
definitely seemed among the flimsier such 
offerings here, but it does come with its own five- 
year warranty. (Stowford backs all its conversion 
work with a 12-month warranty.) It only just 
convinces as a bed, too - it’s slightly tricky to pull 
down and, in this case, without any form of 
mattress. (You’ll have to ask Stowford about that 
- it can supply one.) All in all, we’d prefer to see a 
German roof, from Reimo or SCA. 

There are plenty of tweaks inside, too, to add 


to the individuality. That Union Jack finish to the 
fridge door is the most obvious example, should 
you wish. Stowing the table and its leg (a Sequoia 
fitting that screws into the floor) on the rear barn 
door might look rather neat initially. But such an 
arrangement will definitely not be appreciated so 
much when you have to get out in adverse 
weather to retrieve or stow it. 

This vehicle offers the flexibility of travel 
seating for up to five, thanks to a double cab 
passenger seat swivel from Kiravans that, with a 
bit of coaxing (a lot? Ed), can be twisted round 
when you’re on site. Once again, it’s not our

favourite feature and we’d point you towards a 
camper with something like Reimo’s three- 
person 333 rear seat in the back instead if you 
need five belted pews in your campervan. 

The furniture unit along the offside holds few 
surprises, although the drawer above the fridge 
will always come in handy and the Corian-style 
worktop also extends to a deep lip along the back 
and around the side. 

The USB sockets adjacent to the rear seat will 
definitely be appreciated. 

A single hatch in the seat base is large enough 
to allow for a Porta Potti, but makes access to the 


rest of the space unnecessarily awkward. The 
heavy-duty gas locker, just inside the back door, 
even comes with a key-operated lock. There’s also 
handy two-way access to the locker above this. 

More could be made of the storage elsewhere, 
however, especially the kitchen’s largest cupboard, 
which includes a rather strange single shelf to 
accommodate the fresh water container. The shelf 
itself won’t retain much when travelling. 

The base area of the wardrobe, too, would 
benefit from a lower shelf, which would help hide 
the gas pipe and electrical wiring work. As 
standard, you do get a hanging rail as well as one 


removable shelf. It is good, however, to see 
flooring that’s sealed to the base of the furniture, 
as here. 

There’s definitely more to come from Stowford 
Campervans, especially now that it’s set up for 
producing its conversions from its own, adapted 
workshop at its Stowford Farm Meadows base 
(where there’s already a full NCC-approved 
workshop, and more). 

And, again, we stress, the facility to see a line- 
up of campers of differing specifications and price 
points should be a key part of your buying process.

H opefully by now you’re starting to get a 
picture. More ambitious converters have 
European Whole Vehicle Type Approval at 
least on the horizon. Well, here’s a company that’s 
already there, despite a policy that means all its 
campers are built to order. 

Vanworx carries out all its work at its 
manufacturing premises in Portland, Dorset, and 
retailing from its address in Shoreham, Sussex. 
Vanworx campers are also retailed by the VW 
Kamper Centre at Ringwood, Hampshire. 

If you’re happy to supply your own T5, the 
short-wheelbase Slipper conversion costs from 


around £13,750, with extras as listed opposite 
among the more popular. Vanworx also has a 
steady supply of base vehicles, mainly its preferred 
Highlines, from which you can choose. 

There are no surprises with the floorplan, 
which uses a RIB rear seat and Reimo elevating 
roof - a combination favoured by plenty of other 
converters. Explaining this, Vanworx says, 
“When we went for our full European Type 
Approval status, the VGA (Vehicle Certification 
Agency) scrutinised all existing test reports for 
the beds on the market and there wasn’t one that 
would get us through full European Type 


Approval. RIB had the safest solution. However, 
their fitting frame was pretty ghastly and left the 
floor approx 40mm higher at the back. We 
designed our own fitting frame, fitted this to a T5 
chassis and it was all tested at Manchester 
University (Status) and witnessed by the VGA.” 

There’s also a cab seat swivel here, from Bebb 
(although the company’s Whole European Type 
Approval is for conversions using VW’s own 
swivels). Insulation is a product called 
Thermafleece, from Wales.

llOAh leisure battery, a table that attaches to a 
rail on the kitchen unit for adjustment (still 
probably the best formula). 

And the purple flooring? Its as the customer 
wanted and other colours are available - 
thankfully! Vanworx uses Altro flooring, generally 
recognised as among the most durable and better 
quality of such products. Its always worth 
checking out the flooring of any camper, including 
the way its finished around the edges. 

If we were to quibble, it would be over the 
tiniest of apertures for the locker over the rear 
seat, making access to this useful area so much 


more difficult than it need be. Also, its a rather 
curious, central location for the gas locker inside 
the tailgate, which means it blocks off other 
storage. In both cases, we’ve seen much more 
practical solutions. 

The two-way access to the wardrobe is 
definitely welcome, with a full-height door to the 
rear that you can access when the tailgate is 
open, plus a second, smaller (but much too 
small) hatch for access when you are in the ’van 
and the bed is down. 

As ever, plenty comes down to the practical 
details and what will suit your needs. 


Having said that, all Vanworx conversions are 
built to order on the usual layouts, so there is 
some room to manoeuvre with individual 
requests. Most builds use the Highline T5, as here, 
although this example also has the 138bhp 
(140PS) engine upgrade. If you can find a T5 with 
this power unit, it’s certainly worth paying a bit 
more, especially as the sixth gear enhances 
refinement at motorway cruising speeds. This 
(and cab spec) will make resale much easier, too. 

The final plus is that every Vanworx conversion 
to a pre-owned VW carries a full, two-year 
warranty. That’s very reassuring.

H ERE'S a different approach again, as 
Volksleisure is up there at the premium 
level. That’s deliberate, we should add, 
because this converter espouses the use of the 
138bhp (140PS) engine as a start point for any of its 
conversions - arguing it has superior performance, 
economy and refinement, as well as an extra gear, 
over lower-powered versions. It’s hard to disagree, 
and yet the lOlbhp five-speeder can be deemed as 
adequate (and ok, if you really insist, the company 
isn’t going to turn down your custom). 

With that proviso, you’re looking at pre-owned 
base vehicles that can start from £15,000, but are 


more likely to end up edging ever nearer the 
£25,000 price point. Add in a conversion that, here 
at least, equates to some £22,000 and you can see 
it’s serious money for a complete package - but 
you could, just about, get close to our £35,000 
target in the right circumstances. 

There’s little compromise when it comes to 
fittings like Reimo’s flagship Easyfit elevating 
roof and a Variotech rear seat for three people. 
The latter slots into floor rails for sliding - which 
means you can push the whole unit forward for 
absolute optimum load-carrying space. 

Worth noting, also, is that Volksleisure says all 


future conversions will use the multi-positional 
locking Reimo 3000 seat. This has six different 
travel seating positions, while you could also go 
for additional seats if you want to take the people- 
carrying capacity up to seven (and still retain all 
the camping facilities). Alternatively, and 
admittedly with a bit of effort, the whole bench 
seat can be removed altogether, should you have 
an occasional need for larger loads. 

One other big difference between Reimo’s rear 
seating and closest rival, RIB, is the former is set 
lower, so there’s less chance of legs dangling (not 
such a good idea, especially over long journeys).

We 
certainly like the way everything is 
executed here, but it's rather hard 
to justify the cost in this company. 



In turn, there’s more storage space in the base of 
the RIB seat. 

There are a few other touches in the Silver Star 
that are worthy of note. The lockers over the 
kitchen have open tops - the idea being that, 
when the roof is down for travel, it seals them; 
with the roof up, you get easier access. It’s a really 
clever idea. 

All furniture has a smart, high-gloss finish 
that’s currently very fashionable (and is even used 
on the cab seat bases), with finger catches for 
doors. The tambour-doored wardrobe in this 
example has both a hanging rail and shelving - 


but that’s probably an indication that you can opt 
for one or the other (a facility offered by most of 
the converters represented here). 

Other fittings include a gas barbecue point and 
external shower, both just inside the tailgate, a 
storage box in the rear seat base, and a floor locker 
below the grill that’s large enough to stow a 
portable toilet. Also part of the standard 
specification are a 6kg propane gas cylinder (most 
campervans use smaller Campingaz butane 
cylinders), 25m mains hook-up lead, thermal 
screens for the cab windows, rear speakers, plenty 
of LED lighting (in blue as well as white), a solar 


panel and plenty more. Those huge alloys might 
mean a rather lumpy ride quality, though. 

Nevertheless, as you can see from the data 
panel above, there are also a few options added 
that you might consider essential. 

Future models will also see the grill relegated 
to the options list, thus freeing up valuable 
kitchen storage space. 

The Silver Star rather broke through our price 
barrier, but it’s a pretty impressive piece of kit, 
topped off by a three-year warranty on the 
conversion. Only thing is, a brand-new T6 
California Ocean from VW starts at £47,840...

DOWNTOAT... 

So much choice. So many differences - some 
minor, but all significant - between the 
converters (as well as their conversions), not 
least in their methods of retailing. In truth, there ’■ 
are dozens of ‘VW camper specialists’ out there 
- all slightly different, all claiming high-quality 
work at the best prices. We’ve done you a big 
favour, narrowing it down to just 13. 

Even then, our judges ended up feeling we 
were trying to cover off too many sub-sectors 
here. For example, the typical VW camper will 
have an elevating roof, furniture along the side 
and a rear seat that converts into a double bed. 
As you’ve just read, alternatives are available. 

' Interpretations of “crash-tested” abound for - 
the latter - and we’d expect every converter to 
be able to point to certificates showing such a 


fitting has been subject to a strain test, at least ' 
(and ideally, carried out within a bodyshell rather 
than just on a bench), as well as an explanation for 
the way they then go about fitting such items. We 
also have here examples of alternative roofs, 
including high-tops. 

At heart is that critical question: what do you 
want to use your camper for? Daily driver or 
weekends only? How many do you want to travel 
and sleep in it? What else do you want it to carry? 
Bikes? Awning? Outdoor gear? Are permanent 
fresh and waste water tanks necessary, or can you 
get by with a portable water carrier and a bucket? 
What kind of heating? How essential is a solar 
panel? What’s the storage like? That is a massive 
area to cover off and, again, one where only you - 
the paying customer - can really have the final say. , 

Then there are tables, cooking arrangements. 


insulation. . . it’s an almost endless list. 

And we haven’t even got as far as budget yet, let 
alone individual styling preferences. Also, buying 
local could well be another big factor to consider. 

What this exercise does prove is that you have to 
choose so carefully when it comes to picking a VW 
camper like this. There are arguments both ways in 
terms of either making sure you get the best 
possible T5 base, or go all-out for a cracking 
conversion while remaining within budget. 

What’s different here - and frankly, makes 
judging almost impossible - is that most converters 
are more than happy to customise their designs to 
suit the individual. It’s worth noting, however, that 
those that don’t have learnt the hard way about 
what sells and what doesn’t. Put bluntly, the more ^ 
bespoke you make your vehicle, the less chance you 
have of a decent price for it when you come to sell it

, on. Definitely buyer beware. Then again, if you’re 
happy to offset the enjoyment you’ll get from 
having a product built especially for you, and the 
subsequent use of it, why would you want to 
measure it in hard cash terms? 

DAVE SAYS... 

Speaking as a former owner of a Volkswagen 
California (my best investment ever as far as 
motorhome ownership is concerned), as well as a 
, ‘bay window’ (Holdsworth) and splitty’ (Devon), I 
do caution against getting too carried away down 
the bespoke route. , 

Proven brands like Auto-Sleepers, Bilbo’s and 
Hillside, therefore, have the strongest appeal. I 
could actually live with some of the downsides of 
the Trooper because its wider furniture unit 
means more storage space and it’s got the most 


comfortable sleeping arrangement here (for one). 
Critically, too, I know I’d get a great price on it 
after, say, some three or four years. If money 
wasn’t an issue, the Volksleisure took my fancy - 
for the flexibility of its rear seating as well as the 
overall quality of the conversion work - but then 
you’re dangerously close to the cost of a new T6 
California (from £47,840). 

NICK SAYS... 

Yes, it’s all too easy to end up paying too much and 
not getting a good return on your investment. So 
the conversion needs to have some provenance. If 
the Bilbo’s here was a rising roof version. I’d have 
been sorely tempted. I do, however, rather like what 
Autohaus is doing - but I’m not a fan of leather 
upholstery and the dark interior of the model here 
certainly does not appeal. 


AND THE EDITDR CALLS A WINNER... 

Sometimes it’s too easy to get carried away with 
the glamour and glitz. There’s a camper out there 
for everyone but what our test has highlighted 
above all is provenance - ensuring you get a 
proven, practical camper counts way above 
bling. Of these 13, then, the Bilbo’s Nexa comes 
close but its rear kitchen layout makes its appeal 
more niche’ than its sister model, Celex, which is 
still a Which Motorhome favourite. 

So Hillside’s Birchover is the winner, and by a 
surprising margin. It’s well-engineered from a 
company that’s well known and respected - so it 
will hold its value better than most. There are no 
(nasty) surprises in the layout and it didn’t just meet 
our £35,000 price target, it came in well under - 
allowing a bit of extra spend on extras, if you want 
fancier wheels, a better stereo or any other toys.

S WIFT'S Escape is the epitome of a classic British 
entry-level coachbuilt range. Escape prices start 
at less than £39k (including the essential Comfort 
Pack), topping out at a 100 quid or so under 42 grand. 
Eive models offer accommodation for families or 
touring couples, with 2015 designs offering front and 
rear lounges, Erench bed and bunks layouts. 

Styling is the norm for this type of motorhome - 
simple, quite obviously entry-level, but reasonably 
modern. Interiors belie the budget-priced moniker, 
however, with a classy look and upholstery that puts 
some other, more expensive brands to shame. 

Swifts SMART, woodless construction system is 
enhanced for 2016 with, among other things, a new 
GRP-clad floor and fewer panels in the - also new - 
hail-resistant GRP roof. The rest of the improvements 
are merely tweaks: cup/phone holders (with AUX and 
USB sockets) in the cab, a new water-saving 
showerhead in the bathroom and digital LCD control 
panel for the heating. 

There’s just one new model for next season and it’s 
very much a no-brainer: an entirely conventional. 


reasonably compact, rear lounge low-profile. The type 
of motorhome you might expect to be in the line-up 
already as its layout has been a mainstay of UK-built 
’vans since Noah looked at a rather dodgy weather 
forecast and started measuring up cubits. 

No matter, let’s take a look. 

With this layout, where the bathroom and kitchen 
are ahead of the lounge, the cab plays no part in 
providing practical living space. It does, though, offer a 
completely separate seating area where you might sit 
and gaze out of the windscreen - hopefully, at a 
fantastic view or amazing sunset. In more practical 
fashion it does make a great informal storage area 
when pitched up: the bed for instance, when made up, 
sheds a few of its cushions and the best place to get 
them out of your way is in the cab. 

The latest version of Eiat’s ever-popular base vehicle 
supports and drives the Escape and the 622 sits on the 
standard-height chassis-cab. That is cheaper, no doubt, 
but crucially, it’s taller than more desirable options 
(Eiat’s own Camper chassis or the Al-Ko rear frame), 
thus setting the living quarters higher off the ground.

The result (as well as less precise handling) is that an 
external step is needed, while the Comfort Pack gives it 
electric operation and auto retract on start up. Power is 
from the Ducatos stalwart 130bhp motor with six- 
speed manual ’box, which makes for excellent 
performance, especially in a compact, lightweight ’van, 
such as this. 

With this layout it’s important to check that - with the 
bathroom wall directly aft - you can get the driver’s seat 
far enough back to achieve a decent driving position. 
Here, and even with the dining table also living directly 
behind, I found plenty of room. 

As much as the above situation is an ordinary 
discovery, so the bathroom is a very ordinary facility. All 
is conventional in a long-lived design that’s had plenty of 
time to become capable and functional with few faults. 
And that’s pretty much what’s found: integral shower, 
Thetford swivel-bowl loo, good storage space up and 
down. The only significant news in this bathroom is the 
Ecocamel Orbit water-saver showerhead. And water 
saving is a good idea as the fresh tank holds just 65 litres. 
Commendably, it’s mounted inboard, but showering fans 
might wish it was a bit (or a lot) bigger. 

There’s not so much wrong with the function of the 
ablutions, but it’s a rather old-fashioned look that really 
could do with modernising. Across the aisle, the kitchen 
shows the bathroom how it should be done. Nothing old- 


hat in here, as cooker, fridge and even Swift’s own GRP 
sink, are very much up-to-date. There’s worktop (more 
with the flip-up at the forward end) good amounts of 
flexible storage - even a swish, stainless -steel microwave 
that’s a standard-fit item. 

Anyone interested in purchasing a 622 should enter, 
immediately turn right and settle themselves in the 
lounge, for this is the element that’s very much the 
reason to buy. And there’s very little to criticise in here. 
Four reading lamps and a ceiling fitting illuminate in 
fine fashion, while you can expect to seat maybe nine 
friends for an evening of drinks, nibbles and shooting 
the breeze. Alternatively, the two of you can get near- 
perfect feet-up lounging to read or watch TV - the telly’s 
home served by the required sockets located on the aft 
end of the wardrobe’s wall. 

Dining is easy with the aforementioned - free- 
standing - table set up between the sofas. 

There’s one infill needed to make the big double bed. 
Two singles are also possible (very much his and hers as 
the nearside bed is just 5ft 9in long), with backrests 
stashed in the cab at lights out. 

One annoyance is the rooflight above the kitchen, 
which has no blind; light sleepers beware. 

Under the lounge seating is the lion’s share of the 
stowage for bulky items and there’s adequate space - a 
small external hatch is included on the nearside.

Iberian vibes with the best of British, so should we all learn some Spanglish?

W ITH the euro exchange rate making 
imported vehicles more competitive 
and a booming UK market, all the 
major continental manufacturers want a slice of the 
action. Our action. And almost all of them are 
making noises about ‘tailoring’ their ’vans to our - 
your! - wants and needs. That means anything 
from adding ovens and carpets to developing 
specific layouts. But few go as far as Benimar. 

The Spanish outpost of the Trigano empire has 
only been back on our soil for a little over a year, but 
with the might of the Marquis dealer network 
behind it as sole retailers, the brand has made its 
mark. Sales have far outstripped early expectations, 
giving its importer the confidence to expand the 


range. In addition to the new single bed 264 seen 
here, the fashionable 286 (with large front lounge, 
end washroom and garage - see MMM, November 
2015) swells the line-up to seven floorplans for 2016. 

The whole range also gets increased 
specification this season, too, reflecting Marquis’ 
buying power and that advantageous exchange 
rate. So, power now comes from the 148bhp 
engine as standard and the Fiat cab also gets a top- 
spec DAB radio with touchscreen and integrated 
reversing monitor and sat-nav. Drop-down beds 
that were previously optional become standard 
and all models now boast the Grade III insulation, 
while detail additions include 12V/230V sockets 
in external lockers, a habitation door with window 


and pocket, an external barbecue point, a 140W 
solar panel and a spare wheel. More importantly, 
the Winter Pack is now included, too, thus adding 
the 6kW Combi heater, an insulated and heated 
waste tank, insulated external pipes and a thermal 
windscreen cover (in addition to the Remis 
blinds). With such an impressive list of kit - 
without recourse to pages of options listings - the 
new 264 looks stunning value at £51,995. 

CONTINENTAL CONFUSION 

On the outside, the most important feature is so 
obvious that you might not even notice it - the 
habitation door is on the UK side. That certainly 
confused the receptionist at Pinewoods Holiday 
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Park, Wells-next-the-Sea, when she asked me 
whether my Van was British or continental 
(before instructing me which way round to park 
on the pitch) . . . 

The Mileo is also a handsome enough design 
with plenty of practical touches, from the low 
entrance (requiring no external step) to the super- 
sized overcab sunroof, but the missus and I 
disagreed on the yellow graphics - I liked them as 
a welcome change from blander hues, she had 
rather disparaging comments instead. 

But no-one could surely fail to spot the new 
Dometic Deluxe windows with their flush fit and 
black frames - so much smarter than the 
caravan-type glazing sitting proud of the 


bodywork that you might expect on a mid-range 
motorhome like this. 

And the beauty goes more than skin deep with 
Styrofoam insulation, 95% wood-free 
construction and a fully GRP exterior. Despite 
this not being a garage model, there are also large 
external locker doors on either side, opening onto 
generous storage space. 

20 EXTRA HORSES 

The 264 is a substantial chunk of leisure transport 
at 7.39m overall, so the fitment of the 150 Multijet 
engine as standard is a real plus. We’ve long 
reckoned that this is the sweet spot in the Ducato 
range, without the weight and cost of the 3 -litre 


but with 20Nm more torque than the ubiquitous 
130 motor. You can feel the extra oomph when 
passing the slow-moving agricultural vehicles 
that are a regular obstruction on the roads of 
Norfolk. Early indications suggest that the more 
potent unit should be a little more frugal, too - 
27.8mpg was quite impressive on the Benimar’s 
first outing, but we’ve got the next six months to 
see if this is an accurate picture as the 264 joins us 
on long-term test to replace our much-missed 
Hymer ML-I (see page 78). 

There’s no doubt already that the 264 drives well, 
handling with the surefooted nature of a well- 
balanced motorhome on the lowered Camper 
chassis. It’s not without its flaws, though. Rattles are 
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Mix of light and dark furniture works well but 
we're not sure about the pricey faux leather option 


QUALITY COUNTS ★★★★★ 


The Mileo impresses from the off 
with its GRP bodywork and Styrofoam 
insulation. Inside, too, all looks smart 
and modern and there are high-quality 
fittings like the framed windows, soft- 
closing kitchen drawers and superior 
blinds. Not so impressive are the 
optional faux leather upholstery, 
ill-fitting removable carpets and 
the number of rattles. 

The Mileo also blotted its copybook on 
its first outing with an electrical fault 
that tripped out the site's mains hook- 
up. We had to switch to gas for the 
fridge and Combi boiler but Marquis 
had us booked in to our nearest branch 
within hours of our return home, and 
collected the 'van for rectification. 

The Mileo was back with us after 
a couple of days. The diagnosis? 

A wiring loom issue. 


too numerous for our liking (the cooker and the 
apothecary unit may be the culprits) and there’s a 
significant blindspot caused by the odd omission of a 
window forward of the door on the nearside. 

Reversing is a doddle, though, thanks to the superb 
in-dash display on the radio/sat-nav screen, which is 
equally impressive in bright light and after dark. The 
TomTom navigation is easy to use, too, and techy types 
will appreciate the two USB sockets in the dash, plus a 
third above the passenger’s seat (with overcab shelf 
adjacent). Bringing motorhome cab spec kicking and 
screaming into the second decade of the 2000s, this Fiat 
even has automatic headlights! 

HALF PROVEN 

The 264 is the first fixed single bed layout in the Mileo 
range and it gets all the 2016 model year enhancements 
of its sister models, but much of the actual layout - 
everything from the kitchen forward, in fact - is inherited 
from the island bed 294 model (see MMM, March 2015). 
Aft of the galley, a stylish Japanese-style sliding door 
creates a two -room effect with proper privacy for the end 
bedroom and its en suite facilities. Slide back that door 


and you may be surprised to find low-level single beds 
rather than the more usual steps up to mattresses 
mounted over a garage. It’s certainly a more unusual 
configuration, although some brands (such as Rapido 
and Pilote) offer the choice of either. 

Here, the more domestic-style bedroom creates a 
spacious feel to the interior, which genuinely seems more 
roomy than most fixed bed rivals of a similar size. 
Perhaps that’s also down to the new Noisette furniture (a 
stylish combination of very dark and almost white 
woodwork) and the clean, glossy white walls. There’s a 
bright, modern vibe to the interior of this Spaniard. 

NO cows HARMED 

Up front, things aren’t quite so airy. There’s that blank 
wall where we’d like a window and, of course, the drop- 
down bed precludes daylight from overhead. 
Nevertheless, the huge overcab Skyview rooflight 
comes to the rescue and there’s no shortage of LED 
illumination (though the only directionally adjustable 
lamps are in the rear bedroom). We especially liked the 
Chausson-style reading lights that are set into shelves 
at the sides of the overcab.

CARPETS TO KITCHEN 

The press -studded carpets are another feature that fails 
to impress, with their approximate fit around the 
furniture - including a right-angle by the curved 
bathroom wall! 

So, its reassuring to enter the cooks quarters and 


This isn’t a large lounge, by any means, but it does offer 
two extra travel seats and the fold-in-half table slides and 
twists to ensure that it’s never a nuisance. Indeed, with 
only two of us onboard, we never needed to unfold it. 
Doubled in size, it felt a bit wobbly, so care might be 
needed to avoid spillages. In any case, you’ll have to stock 


up on cleaning materials to keep that high-gloss white 
tabletop looking factory-fresh. 

You’ll also notice that the cab chairs are higher than 
the rear seats, a factor reflected in a difference in floor 
heights, too. But the L-shape to the main settee is no 
mere token effort and the single side seat opposite is a 
decent size, so four could unwind or dine here easily. 
They couldn’t all comfortably view the telly, though, 
using the factory mounting adjacent to the habitation 
door. Those in the cab chairs have prime viewing of 
Strictly, with the rear seats ideal as footrests - getting 
your legs up under the table is strictly for those of 
ballerina proportions, though. 

You might worry less about laying your size nines on 
the Zurich trim here, as it should wipe clean easily, but its 
fit and feel are more lookalike than leather. As a no-cost 
option we’d consider it, but not at £745 extra. 


find not only a decent working area but one that has 
genuinely been enhanced by Marquis’ insistence on a 
proper UK specification. Here, that’s most clearly 
demonstrated by the mains hotplate on the hob and by 
the microwave above the fridge/freezer - at eye-level 
rather than sky-level. 

Benimar and Marquis have resisted the temptation of 
going the whole hog with a full cooker, though, and 
sensibly opted for a Thetford Triplex with combined 
oven/grill. It takes up less space and is, surely, all you’ll 
ever need on holiday. 

The three kitchen drawers, unusually, come out into 
the widest part of the ’van, rather than towards the 
rear, so they are easy to access, and the full-height 
apothecary unit is perfect for bottles, tins, etc. You 
may need a session on the rack, though, before you can 
see into the cupboard above the microwave.

WHAT'S NEW? 


If Benimars looked good value in 2015, 
they look great value in 2016. There's 
even more kit on the latest models, 
not least the 148bhp engine and the 
drop-down bed (which was previously 
a £1,000 option on the closely related 
Mileo 294). We were really impressed 
by the new Dometic Deluxe windows, 
too, which look good on the outside 
and simply push open and stay at any 
angle of your choosing. The flat blinds 
that they are mated with inside feel 
like durable, high-quality fittings and 
do not allow any light in underneath 
as they are fully framed. 

The 264 is one of two new layouts 
for 2016, the other being the £49,995, 
6.99-metre Mileo 286 with its large, 
seven-seater front lounge and rear 
garage with huge wardrobe above. 

The 286 will make an interesting rival 
for the reigning Motorhome of the Year 
(Chausson 610), as well as Burstner's 
new Ixeo it 680. 


TALL STORY 

While those who don’t notice that issue may have to duck 
below the drop-down bed (where headroom is still more 
than 6ft) to enter the lounge, sleeping will not be a problem 
at all. Both the rear beds are generous in length, with the 
offside mattress measuring more than two metres. 

The beds are extremely comfortable, too, and come 
with reading lights, thinly padded headboards and (vivid, 
lime green) cushions. Alongside, the high-gloss walls are 
cold to the touch in the night, so some soft trim here 
could be your first DIY addition. Overhead lockers above 
and large drawers beneath each bed mean there’s no 
shortage of clothing storage, while the large wardrobe has 
a hanging height of 1.14m. 

The homely height of the beds makes for easy access 
for young and old alike and there are none of the usual 
concerns about lack of headroom to sit upright to read 
the morning papers. As you do so, you’ll be in splendid 
isolation, unable to see round the wardrobe to your 
opposite number in the other bed. . . 

Unless they’ve finished their Daily Mail and bowl of 
muesli and jumped into the shower, in which case only 
the frosted shower door hides their blushes. There is no 


screen or door between the foot of the beds and the 
shower, though the toilet area has its own tambour door 
and, of course, there’s the sliding division to separate the 
rear bedroom from the lounge-cum-second-bedroom. 

The second sleeping area takes the form of a manually 
operated drop-down double bed over the lounge. Only 
the nearside inward-facing seat’s backrest needs moving 
before it descends and its only position still allows use of 
the cab seats. You’ll need the ladder to access this bed and 
it’s a good size, despite narrowing towards the nearside. 
The biggest downside is that you’ll have to limbo under it 
to use the habitation door. 


HE'S NOT HEAVY 

A maximum limit of 150kg for the drop-down bed - or 
the aforementioned privacy issues - may decide who 
sleeps where when the 264 is used by a family, but the fact 
that this Benimar offers large, instantly available and very 
comfortable beds for four is the real story. 

However, if you are planning to regularly travel four 
up, there are the usual weight considerations. The 264 
has a quoted payload of just 280kg on the standard 
3,500kg chassis that anyone can drive. That’s with just 
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one gas cylinder and 50 litres of water on board (77 litres 
short of a full fresh tank), while the diesel reservoir 
holds only 60 litres instead of the usual 90 (therefore 
adding 30kg to the payload). A family is soon going to 
use up 280kg, so a free upgrade to a 3,650kg gross weight 
will be advisable if there are no driving licence 
implications for you in so doing. Alternatively, regular 
family use or long-term touring may be better served by 
the 4,250kg chassis - at a reasonable £1,295 extra. 

TIME FOR DIETING? 

The payload figures may make you think about a diet but the 
Benimar comes with a spare tyre, too, located underneath 
the nearside single bed. On this side, the bed base tips for 
internal access, while opposite, the frame is fixed and the 
space below can only be reached from outside. No matter, as 
the external storage hatches are a good size - plenty big 
enough for loading large outdoor chairs and the like. You’ll 
be surprised, too, at how much you can lug in here as the 
locker reaches right across the ’van underneath the wardrobe 
and the heads of the beds. Internal height is a maximum of 
740mm, but if it’s bikes that you want to carry then the rear 
wall has the mountings ready to take a rack. 


AND FINALLY 

That just leaves us to cover the ablutions facilities, 
encompassing the offside shower and nearside toilet 
room. The former is first rate, with a wooden duckboard 
and plenty of height adjustment on the riser bar, 
mounted on its striking black background. The 
inclusion of a seat here (over the wheelarch) was just the 
ticket when washing my little daughter’s feet after a day 
on the beach. 

Opposite, it seems that the wheelarch location has the 
less desirable effect of raising the swivel loo by about 
three inches - another indication that this ’van has been 
designed for the long limbed? 

Otherwise, space in the loo area (with the tambour 
door closed) is better than in many similar layouts. 
The clear bowl basin is stylish, too, and the visible 
U-bend underneath seems to consider - for once - 
that at some time ahead you’ll be removing a blockage 
of hair. 

‘Our’ 264 even came equipped with a Benimar- 
branded hand towel, as well as a cook’s apron and oven 
glove, both with the same logo. We told you the spec left 
nothing for the options list. . .

STEALING A MARCH 

In the long-anticipated run-up to the launch of 
the T6 Transporter, Volkswagen’s rivals have 
brought out vans that could pose a serious 
challenge to the German manufacturer’s 
hegemony. Mercedes’ new Vito could be one, 
and, with the 1.6-litre Twin Turbo engine, the 
new Renault Trafic certainly is another. 

The manual gearbox works well with all of the 
challenges that a 4.78m-long camper can throw 
at it. There’s plenty of guts in the lower gears to 
get you moving at a roundabout, but enough 


I 'M speeding along on my way to discover an 
overlooked part of England, enjoying clear 
roads after several hours of being stuck on a 
motorway, including being diverted twice around 
Spaghetti Junction. 

Then a hawk suddenly dives to grab a weasel 
on the road 50 yards in front of me. I whip on the 
brakes, and it’s only as the vehicle reacts that I 
remember, “Ah yes, this isn’t a car, it’s a 
campervan.” For that is what driving a camper 
based on the new Renault Trafic with the top-of- 
the-range 120bhp Twin Turbo engine is like. 

In terms of day-to-day driving, there are only 
rare occasions, such as when getting out of the 
way of a bird of prey finding his supper, that you 


range at the top end to overtake the odd 
agricultural vehicle without having to change 
down. Small wonder then that Hillside, the 
Derby-based van conversion specialist, has 
chosen the new Trafic as the base of its Ellastone 
two/four-berth conversion. Hillside is known for 
its Volkswagens, so the fact that it is 
experimenting with the Renault shows what 
potential the new Trafic can have. 

GREEN WITH ENVY? 

There are, it has to be said, one or two downsides. 
The cab’s interior, for example, doesn’t quite live up 
to the sporty, car-like feel you get from driving 
(unlike the new T6). There’s a bit too much dull 
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grey matt plastic, and no chrome edging that might 
give it a bit of finesse. You do get a cup holder, two 
USB ports, a smartphone holder and useful 
blindspot mirrors beneath the main side mirrors. 
There was also a slight whistle coming through 
from the edge of the pop-up roof, although this 
may have been because one of the hinges on our 
test model had been slightly dented. 

You won’t notice that the Ellastone here even 
has an elevating roof when it’s down: all you see 
is the opinion-dividing colour, a brighter-than- 
bright green. Renault calls it Bamboo Green, 
although I have never seen bamboo that vivid, 
either in Britain or the tropics. I thought it would 
be an interesting conversation piece, at the very 


least - as would the Twin Turbo’s fuel economy, 
said to be among the best in its class. But more of 
that later. 

LOVELY LUDLOW 

My destination on this break was the Shropshire 
Hills (the ‘blue remembered hills’ as described by 
the poet, A E Housman) and Ludlow. 

Shropshire is a county many people overlook as 
they rush past on the M5/M6. I think some 
assume that because it’s part of the Midlands it’s 
not wild enough. Which is a pity. Eor eight years I 
have lived 200 yards away from a Pennine moor, 
but I have never once seen any of the hawks there 
dive and get their prey in the way I did with our 


feathered friend on the A49. Wild indeed. 

The area must inspire poets, however, because, 
apart from Housman, John Betjeman described 
Ludlow as “probably the loveliest town in 
England”. As you drive in and first encounter its 
many timbered houses, it’s easy to see why. Most 
people who come to Ludlow come first to see the 
castle. Henry VII’s eldest son, Arthur, lived here 
after his marriage to Catherine of Aragon, and 
had he not proved sickly and died, leaving her 
obliged to marry his younger brother, Henry, the 
course of English history could have been 
different. Because that younger Henry became 
Henry VIII.

is at Smithfield, right on the other side of town, 
but from there its only a 10-minute stroll along 
Friars Walk, under the town walls, to the castle. 
Along the way you can learn about Ludlow’s 
equally important role in the English Civil War. 
When you get to the castle itself, along with the 
usual joys of climbs to the tower and discovering 
what a postern is (a secret door which you can use 
to pop out and surprise your enemies if you are 
under siege), look out for the ice house that’s still 
intact. When you consider this was the only 
means that even nobility had for keeping their 
food fresh, it puts our modern-day discussions 
about AES, compressor-types (a 50-litre by Waeco 
here) and three-way fridges into perspective. 

A short walk across the Georgian square, next 


to the castle, will take you to St Laurence’s 
Church, which dates back to the 11th century 
and includes some fine stained-glass windows. 
In Tudor times the town’s grammar school boys 
were actually taught in here, and one of them, 
Thomas Holland, went on to be one of the chief 
authors of the King James Bible. 

So I say unto ye, Ludlow is a perfect place to 
visit. The Ludlow Eood Eestival, claimed to be the 
oldest such festival in the country and held every 
September, has cemented the town’s reputation as 
a Toodie’ destination. But throughout the year you 
are bound to find something to do with food going 
on. I can’t remember being in a town this small 
before, for example, that has its own oyster bar - 
and so far from the sea. 


DOWN TO BUSINESS 

The best place to stay with your motorhome in 
these parts is Morris Leisure’s Ludlow Touring 
Park. It’s almost two miles south of the town on 
the banks of the Teme, and there’s no shuttle bus 
service, but you can reward yourself on the walk 
into town by stopping off at the excellent Charlton 
Arms for a fine view of the river and a pint of 
Gold from the Ludlow Brewing Company. 

The Touring Park is where I set about 
examining the Ellastone. The camper’s internal 
height with the roof down is 1.37m - enough 
space for you to crawl in for a quick brew at a 
motorway service station. But pop the roof up 
and you get a full 2.58m. This is achieved by 
unclipping strong catches that fold away

magnetically - a clever idea as there is less 
chance for the Tent fabric’ to snag. 

Getting unpacked and sorted is easy, thanks to 
an ample, unencumbered boot space behind the 
rear seat and two lockers under the seat that also 
hold the rest for the table leg and the Porta Potti. 
The table surface stashes away behind the driver’s 
seat during travel, but its presence there did not 
affect this 6ft 6in driver’s legroom. 

The two back seats themselves are both belted, 
so you could technically travel as a foursome. 
You’d struggle to get four people facing each 
other around the island leg table, however, as the 
driver’s cab seat does not swivel around, and 
getting three onto the back seat would be an 
uncomfortable squeeze. 


The table itself is not large enough to hold four 
place settings, although it would be perfectly 
adequate as a place to lay dishes if people ate on 
their laps. Still, sitting on the back seat whiling 
away the time with a glass of wine is a very 
pleasurable experience, as a bendable reading 
light keeps you focused on the book - or e-reader 
- in hand. 

COOKING MADE EASY 

Cooking, too, from this position, is relaxing. 
Kitchen designers go on about the all-important 
triangle - the relationship between the sink, the 
hob and the fridge. Using these criteria, the 
Ellastone would pass muster favourably, as even 
a medium-sized person can reach the integrated 


two-burner hob and sink, 50-litre Waeco fridge 
and the grill without having to leave their sitting 
position at all. 

Best of all, there’s a roll-out shelving system that 
cleverly clips to the front of the fridge when you’re 
not cooking. Along with providing extra workspace, 
next to the hob where you need it, the shelves are 
easily big enough to hold your dry goods. I did 
worry that clipping this shelving back against a 
recently used grill just after it had expertly cooked 
my sausages might cause some overheating or, 
even worse, burn marks. But I needn’t have 
worried. Hillside even includes a small spice rack 
to the side of the fridge. 

I wish I could be as enthusiastic about the little 
shelves on the wall to the right of the sink. They 
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aren’t wide enough to hold anything bigger than a 
tin foil roll. I had hoped that one of the plastic 
edges would double up as a catch for the lid to the 
cutlery tray compartment below, but the handle 
just missed by a couple of millimetres. Surely that 
could be sorted out? 

There is, however, plenty of storage for pots and 
pans in three cupboards underneath the work 
surface, one of which contains the fuse box. 

BEDTIME BLISS, UPSTAIBS AND DOWN 

Come bedtime, the roof bed comes down easily, 
and, with plastic springs under the mattress, 
provides a glorious night of sleep. I was really 
surprised, on measuring this bed, to find that it is 
not more than 1.90m long, as the Trafic’s box-like 


shape (when compared with the VW Transporter, 
for example) creates a space that feels really 
roomy. There’s no ladder, but you don’t need it: a 
triangular ledge on the front corner of the roof 
cut-out provides a useful footrest for those not 
agile enough to get up in one go. 

It can also double up as a place to put your 
glasses, keys and so on, but a reading light up 
there might have been helpful. 

The downstairs bed is only a little bit more tricky 
to put together, as it involves sliding the seat out 
and adjusting the cushions. And you can still make 
use of that bendy spotlight for reading. 

At this stage it might be worth saying something 
about the Eberspacher heater. Even with just one 
vent in the main cabin it was efficient at making 


everything toasty quickly, but it was also noisy, 
particularly outside the ’van. Had the campsite 
been full, I might have got black looks from the 
neighbours. I also woke at four in the morning to 
find it blowing full blast and, in my half-awake 
state, struggled to turn it off because, while there 
is a convenient control panel on the wall by the 
kitchen, it is not particularly well lit. 

The heating system proved more beneficial in 
the morning, as I discovered that, thanks to the 
water heater being directly beneath the wardrobe 
at the rear, your clothes feel cosy and warm from 
the off. I was tempted to use the external shower 
that’s located here, too, but this was windy 
Shropshire, not St Tropez (in any case, one of 
Hillside’s understandably enthusiastic staff had

demonstrated it to me very well in the forecourt 
before I set off.) 

Then it was off to explore more of those 
Shropshire Hills, stopping on the way at the town 
of Craven Arms where a wonderful memorabilia 
museum called Land of Lost Content can take you 
back to a time when kids were excited about a 
game called Mastermind that involved nothing 
more than pegs on a board and Craven A 
Cigarettes’ advertising told you that they “won’t 
harm your throat” (err, I think they will). You can 
park your motorhome easily at the nearby 
Shropshire Hills Discovery Centre, itself worth a 
visit and a useful source of information about 
possible walks and activities in the nearby hills. 


MORE FRUGAL THAN A VW 

So, what about all those comments concerning 
the Bamboo Green paintwork? Actually, there 
were none, apart from one campsite owner, and 
he was positive. In a conventional caravan park 
with a sea of white GRP, the colour meant the 
Renault was easy to spot on the way back from 
the toilet block. Then, on a more back-to-nature 
site like Greenway Touring and Glamping Park, 
where I stopped on the second night, the colour 
blended in very well. When I came back from an 
evening walk in the hills I was just 10 metres 
away from the Ellastone before I noticed it 
snuggled in among the bushes. 

The interior is a different story. Why do so 


many van converters have a penchant for boring 
grey? I know it’s the colour of speed and cars and 
everything, but it’s as if they want you never to 
forget that you are in a van. At least the Ellastone’s 
grey interior is moderately enlivened by chic 
yellow curtains and part of that outer green 
panelling showing through. 

After a final day driving across the Long Mynd, I 
discovered one feature of the Ellastone that could be 
its real selling point - fuel efficiency. Despite its 
power and niftiness, I got 29.5mpg on a drive that 
involved a lot of braking and gearchanges. A long 
way from official claims of up to (a VW-beating) 
49.6mpg, perhaps, but a happy conclusion from 
which to come away from those hills.

Long-term test 



I T arrived just under six months ago to huge fanfare 
- the first proper Hymer A-class to undergo our 
long-term test treatment and the most expensive 
motorhome ever to reside at our HQ for more than a 
week or two. Travelworld clearly wanted us to enjoy 
our time with the new Mercedes -based ML-I, loading 
it up with all sorts of extra kit, not least the 3-litre 
190bhp V6 engine and oh-so-lovely 7G automatic 
gearbox. We would still have liked them to add rear 
corner steadies, a mains electric option for the Combi 
boiler and central locking, though. 

Despite allegations to the contrary, I have allowed 
other members of the team to have a go in ‘my’ 
motorhome, but right from the off it was reserved for 
the big editorial busmans holiday in August. For two 
weeks I would take a break from motorhomes in, 
erm, a motorhome. But the email facility on my 


smartphone would be switched off, work calls would 
be studiously ignored and my faithful Canon would 
only come out of its bag just enough to record the trip. 

Not only that, but unlike in most previous years, 
when the Vaughan tour has had a ‘make-it-up-as- 
you-go-along’ vibe, dictated by the weather and the 
mood - and any unbeatable aires or campsites 
stumbled upon that we then couldn’t tear ourselves 
away from - the 2015 summer holiday was booked 
months ahead. Perhaps because we were heading to 
Denmark, a country we knew little about, perhaps 
because Mrs V prefers campsites to aires, or maybe 
just because we were looking for something different 
this year, we had 13 of our 15 nights pre-planned. 

I can’t quite remember how we settled on 
Denmark, except that we (or rather wife, Katy, and 
daughter, Ariane) wanted a change from France 


and it didn’t seem too far for Ruben (who, at 19 
months, was otherwise unable to join in the 
debate). Having chosen the country, everyone we 
spoke to told us it would be expensive - even those 
(virtually everyone) who had never actually been 
there. But, beyond that, few folk had even the 
faintest idea what Denmark would be like. 

HAPPY CHAPPIES 

Wikipedia tells us that it is the southernmost of the 
Nordic countries (no doubt the reason why we all 
expect it to be pricey) and that it has 70 inhabited 
islands and a population of 5.6 million (about twice 
that of Greater Manchester, in an area more than 
twice the size of Wales). The official website of 
Denmark informs us, more tellingly perhaps, that the 
highest point in the country is only 170m above sea 
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level (so that’s why they like cycling so much!) and 
reminds us that the nation is famed for architecture 
and design. The capital, Copenhagen, is also home to 
one of the world’s best restaurants. Noma - so we 
could expect more than just bacon sandwiches, 
hopefully. But the most interesting fact is that, in 2013 
and 2014, Denmark ranked top in the UN’s World 
Happiness Report. Where better to go on holiday than 
a country where everyone would be smiling? 

Perhaps we should have gone in one of those years, 
not because in ’15 the Danes slipped to third place, 
but because direct ferry links to the port of Esbjerg 
stopped running from the UK last summer. Instead, 
we booked Stena Line’s Harwich to Hook of Holland 
overnight service, which proved an inspired decision. 
With the best onboard accommodation I’ve ever 
experienced on a ship and a fine a la carte restaurant. 


it was a great start to the holiday. A day - and around 
400 miles of easy, toll-free motorway later (which the 
Mercedes engine swallowed in effortless style) - and 
we were in Denmark. It was Sunday, so maybe it was 
just as well that we remembered that the Danes still 
use the Krone, rather than the Euro. 

Our first base, Aarhus, is the country’s second 
largest city, though you’d never guess from the ease 
with which we drove in and parked on the quayside, 
just a few minutes’ walk from the pedestrian 
shopping streets and the riverside restaurants on 
Aboulevarden. Had we felt more energetic, we could 
easily have cycled from Blommehaven Camping, 
just 5km away in the pretty Marselis Eorest. 

With tiered pitches sloping down to the site’s 
own small, stony beach and jetty, Blommehaven 
was a welcome introduction to the high standards 


of Danish camping. The fabulous views across the 
bay are the high point here, but Ariane was equally 
taken with the mini-golf and the giant Lego-style 
building bricks with which she could build a house 
big enough to sit in. Tempting as it was to relax on 
site, however, Aarhus’ attractions were calling. 

Top of our list was the ARoS art museum, not for 
its nine floors of culture (though we were rather 
taken with Ron Mueck’s ‘Boy’ - a 4.5m-tall giant 
sculpture of a crouching child), but for its rooftop 
panorama. Here, the 360-degree covered walkway 
gives the cityscape a whole new aspect as you look 
out through rainbow-coloured glass, the tint 
changing as constantly as the view as you circle the 
building. Eventually, we dragged ourselves away as 
we’d promised the kids a trip to the Tivoli Eriheden 
theme park, only to find it was closed all week. . .

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THE BEST TIME TO GO 

Every cloud (even a pink one viewed from the top 
of ARoS) has a silver lining, though, as we soon 
discovered why a popular park was shut midweek 
in mid- August. Danish school holidays are earlier 
than in the UK, with term restarting on 10 August 
(in 2015). Everywhere we went it was like touring 
outside the usual holiday period. 

This was equally true at Ree Park (a short drive 
away, near the village of Ebeltoft), where we saw 
everything from arctic wolves to baby tigers. And 
even at Aarhus’ other top attraction. Den Gamle By, 
there was no queue to go back in time amongst the 
living history of reconstructed houses, shops and 
workshops of the 18th and 19th centuries. I could 
have spent all day wandering in and out of the 
characterful buildings, especially as the newest 
additions to the museum (a street from 1974) 
brought back so much from my childhood. Even if 


many of the Danish brands in the recreated shops 
were unfamiliar, the bulky TVs and record sleeves 
were a blast from the past. 

Our next stop is as famous as Danish bacon, and a 
must for anyone - whatever age - on their first visit to 
Denmark. Of course. I’m referring to Legoland. I first 
visited in 1970 (when the attraction was two years old 
and I was four), and I’d been promising myself a 
return trip ever since. Why did I wait so long? 

Miniland’s tiny authentic recreations of places in 
Scandinavia, USA, Netherlands, Japan and the UK 
comprise of more than 20 -million Lego bricks. 
There are trains, lorries and boats that move - even 
Lego motorhomes. Of course, unlike the Legoland 
of 1970, today’s attraction in Billund is a true theme 
park with enough rides to fill your day easily 
(despite no long queues, once again). And if you’re 
thinking that Legoland Windsor is a much shorter 
drive, this is the original - and best. 


Trying to get a flavour of this Nordic nation in 
just a two-week holiday meant our time on Jutland 
(the peninsula, joined to Germany, that pops up 
into the North Sea) was over. On then to E unen, the 
central island known as Denmark’s garden. Here, 
the gentle countryside continued to remind us of 
our home in Lincolnshire but with more space 
between houses and villages. The key difference is 
that, as the motorway from its western extremity at 
Middelfart across to Nyborg in the east is just 47 
miles long, you’re never far from the Baltic beaches. 

A SIMPLY SUPERB SITE 

That’s especially true when you stay at the five-star 
Camp Hverringe, near Kerteminde. Now, campsites 
with as many facilities as this often fill me with dread 
in the summer season (fearing too many people, too 
much noise, queues for showers, etc) but here we 
stayed four nights and wished for longer. There were

times when we had the whole outdoor swimming 
pool area to ourselves, while Ariane was equally 
excited by the site’s pet rabbits and pedal cars for 
hire. Katy and I couldn’t fault the rest of the site, 
which must rank as one of the very best I’ve stayed 
on anywhere. It even has a motorhome service point 
where you insert your cassette into a CamperClean 
machine that empties and washes the toilet, as well as 
refilling it with chemical. Brilliant! 

The relaxing vibe at Hverringe made it hard to 
tear ourselves away to see more of Funen, but we 
were glad we did when we popped into nearby 
Kerteminde for lunch. Once again, parking is easy 
(and free, all day) irrespective of the size of your 
’van, while Thorsted’s is definitely worth a 
lunchtime visit for its expansive - but inexpensive 
(149Kr/£15.52 for adults) - fish buffet. Afterwards, 
we (just) found room for ice creams in the pleasant 
high street but you soon learn that one scoop in 


Denmark is equivalent to about three UK scoops. 
Great if you like ice cream, not so great for the diet. 

At least the kids can work off those calories at 
Egeskov, where, as well as the 450-year-old moated 
Renaissance castle - which would be enough reason 
to go - smaller people will love the Play Forest, the 
maze, the tug-of-war ropes and the opportunity to 
walk on stilts (something of a recurring theme at 
various Danish attractions). There’s enough to 
occupy you for another full day, with a motor 
museum (including motorbikes, emergency vehicles, 
caravans, a ‘bay window’ VW campervan and 
‘Casambu’, the 1953 Bedford motorhome used by 
painters, Sigurd and Agnete Swane), a collection of 
period costumes (including a dress belonging to 
Queen Marie-Antoinette of France) and gardens 
described as the most beautiful in Denmark. Nearby, 
we can also recommend the Super Brugsen 
supermarket, which appeared rather more 


comprehensive than other stores we tried. Think of it 
as a sort of Danish Waitrose, and not too dear, either. 

You don’t pay for Danish motorways but you will 
have to stump up for the Storebaelt crossing from 
Funen to Zealand. Consisting of the east bridge of 
6.79km and west bridge of 6.61km, with the island of 
Sprogo in between, the toll is a hefty 710 Krona 
(£73.96) for motorhomes over 3.5 tonnes (360Kr for 
those over 6m long but under 3,500kg). Oh well, we 
were on our way to Copenhagen and capital cities 
always add significantly to the cost of a holiday. 

Our base for visiting the city described as 
“wonderful, wonderful Copenhagen” in the 1952 
Hollywood musical, Hans Christian Andersen, was 
FDM Camping, Tangloppen, a 20-minute train ride 
south of the city. The S-Line trains run every 10 
minutes and our return tickets were just 60Kr (£6.25) 
each - there’s no charge at all for children. The site

stayed on in Denmark but our only regret here was 
not having time to go to the superb, sandy beach (the 
best we saw on our tour), just a 15 -minute walk away. 

The whole trip added up to 1,818 miles from 
home in Lincolnshire and back. With 4,784 miles 
on the clock, the Merc decided it needed its second 
drink of AdBlue in our tenure. Over the whole of 
our continental tour, we managed an average of 
22.2mpg, more than respectable when you consider 
the performance on offer from Mercs most potent 
powerplant and the fact that, on this trip, we were 
running close to the maximum GVW of 3,880kg. 

THEHYMERWASFAB,T00 

We’d discovered early on that the ML-I only works as 
a 3.5-tonne ’van if you go light on the options and 
avoid the temptation of this particular engine/gearbox 
combo - which weighs an extra 98kg compared with 
the manual 2.1 -litre 163bhp version. So, with burs’ 
replated (a no-cost exercise but one that precluded 
two of the team from any further ML-I outings, due to 


licence restrictions), we could make proper use of the 
full-sized garage. In there, we loaded two pushbikes 
(one adult’s, one child’s), three large and comfy 
outdoor chairs, two tables, Ruben’s sit-on car and 
highchair - and still we had room to spare. Inside, we 
had clothes for every eventuality (there are two 
wardrobes and who knows what summer will be like 
in northern Europe?) and my own sewing bee’ had 
even packed her trusty Brother. That caused a stir on 
site as she sat outside sewing, I can tell you! 

On site, we loved the Hymer’s instant beds for 
four - the kids taking the rear singles, so we could 
put them to bed and retain the lounge - and adults 
in the drop-down double, which still ranks as one of 
the comfiest motorhome berths around (even if its 
overhead lighting is too bright). The full cooker (as 
fitted to many British ’vans but rare in a German) 
won more plaudits, but more surprising was just 
how good the compact lounge proved when the 
weather forced us indoors. The huge A-class 
windscreen beats any rear lounge for vistas (we had 


sea views from two of our chosen campsites) and 
there’s a good sofa, as well as two superb armchairs. 
Even better, the part-leather trim is a very practical 
reposte to kids’ messy eating and sticky fingers. 

The A-class body may add almost £llk to the 
price, compared with its ML-T low-profile sister 
model, but the big windscreen is equally welcome 
for rear seat passengers who enjoy far better views 
of your travels than in most ’vans. And yet, because 
the ML-I is 1 30mm slimmer than other Hymer 
A-classes, it feels a lot less daunting on roads and 
routes where space is at a premium. 

Being a Hymer A-class - one costing £86k - it’s 
no surprise that bur’ ML-I has impressed with its 
quality. That’s evident from the exemplary fit and 
finish of the bodywork, the lack of rattles, right 
through to the way the cab and habitation doors 
close. I’ll leave the last word then to my motorhome- 
loving seven-year-old, who proclaimed, “Daddy, 
the only thing wrong with this motorhome is the 
toilet roll holder.” I think she’s after my job. . .

I f you think this company has a rather grand-sounding name, don’t forget its 
founder, the eponymous Don, was billed as ‘King of Caravans’ for the 
success of the business he started back in 1963. It’s his son, also Don, who 
rules now, having taken over at the age of just 25, at a business that’s notched 
up over half a century as a purveyor of motorhomes, as well as touring 
caravans and caravan holiday homes. 

It’s certainly got the space to cope. The retail premises - 
set in some 24 acres near Derby - really only tell some of

the story. Today, holiday parks, woodlands and more are in the Don Amott 
portfolio. But the site at Hilton remains the focal point. 

Gone are the heady days when Don Amott led the way in affordable 
coachbuilt motorhomes from Italy via the likes of Cl, Mobilvetta, Elnagh, 
McLouis and more. Today, the business concentrates solely on new franchises 
for the UK’s main motorhome producers. 

But it’s certainly a dealership that’s gone from strength to strength. Another 
major recent initiative has been its arrangement to sell Camper King VW 
T5 -based campers - made to its own designs. Ok, it’s not the only dealer to latch 
onto this booming used T5/new conversion sector (see pages 16 to 61), but it’s 
certainly going for it in a wholehearted way. As Sales Executive, Aaron Parkin 
(below), says, “It is a great venture we have made into dealing with Camper King 
and it is a pleasure to be a part of the VW community now.” 

It’s also the overall back-up that impresses. The service centre 
boasts 16 bays - it’s part of the National Caravan Council’s Approved 
Workshop Scheme - as well as an MoT test centre. Also on-site is a 
huge accessories shop. Plus a cafe. Even extensive customer 
parking facilities. And more.

Presented in almost perfect condition, it’s hard to 
believe this two-berth micro-coachbuilt is over 
two years old. Its floorplan is simply a slightly 
smaller version of the popular end kitchen/ 
corner washroom arrangement, with a lounge 
comprising nearside dinette and offside settee. 

Sleeping is on two singles - each 1.83m by 
0.74m - that extend into the cab area, or a double 
made from sliding out the settee base to give a 
generous 1.75m width. That dinette also offers 
the option of a third forward- facing travel seat. 

At the back, the kitchen includes a sink with 


drainer and a four-ring hob with grill, plus 
a three-way Dometic 80-litre fridge. 

Adjacent, the lined washroom includes a 
flip-down basin and swivel-bowl toilet, with 
curtaining for the shower area. An owner 
addition here is a handy set of hooks. 

Storage is particularly good throughout for a 
vehicle so small, helped by the overcab locker, as 
well as lots of space in the settee base and plenty 
of upper-level side locker space. 

The only downside of the Citroen Dispatch 
base is it’s an almost impossible scrabble to get 
from the cab seats to the living quarters. But 
you’ll get great driving and car-like capabilities 
from the 120bhp engine, whose six-speed manual 
gearbox will also help deliver excellent fuel 
economy. All that could possibly count against it 
is the lack of cab air-conditioning. 

This Rio has had two previous 
owners. Note, also, you have the 
additional peace of mind that Don 
Amott was a Nu Venture dealer until 
recently, and still retains close links 
with this small, independent producer.

It might be the same age as the Nu Venture here, 
but there the similarities end. This big Bailey is 
all set up to cater for up to six folk on board. Plus 
their luggage - thanks to a chassis rated at 
3,850kg and a 600kg-plus payload. 

One of just two pre-owned Baileys on the 
forecourt - same age and model - this example 
was actually traded in for a brand-new Bailey, the 
745 fixed bed model. It was also sold originally by 


Don Amott and it’s had just the one owner. 

Curiously, there’s an awning that’s obviously 
too short for the vehicle - and, worse, ends part 
way over the door. There’s more joy with some of 
the other accessories - a bike rack, security door 
handle, reversing camera, TV aerial and an Avtex 
TV in the rear lounge. Other noteworthy extras 
include Tyron Safety Bands, Gaslow gas tank 
system, even a Diamondbrite external finish. 

It’s certainly kept its value well - brand-new 
and before any extras were fitted, it would have 
been just over £45,000. 

Apart from a couple of screw holes where the 
first owners obviously added things, there’s just a 
few scrapes in the sink to suggest this Bailey has 
had anything other than the easiest of lives. 

There are plenty of these kicking around at 
dealers now. The trick is to find one in 
great overall condition and with just a bit 
of extra specification to make it an even 
better value proposition. Just like this.

The front seat is set to get a swivel, but the 
table - which moves along the rail on the kitchen 
unit - will struggle to cope with more than two. 

There’s the balance of the T5’s initial three- 
year warranty here, plus a 12-month warranty on 
the conversion. 


Those 20in alloys are standard fare for Camper 
Kings from Don Amott (check that you’re happy 
with what that does to the ride quality!), but there 
are plenty of paintwork alternatives to the 
Candy White - and alternative interior colour 
schemes to the radical red and ‘Paul Smith’ 
stripy floor, offset by black quilted upholstery. 

This T5 is a barn door model. The 
conversion includes Camper King’s own rear seat 
design, which is easy to slide out into a small

Are you a newcomer family to motorcaravanning? 
Or a couple who just want as much space as 
possible for as little outlay as possible? 

You’re getting a lot of motorhome for your 
money here, even if some aspects of this 14-year- 
old Auto-Trail are - not unexpectedly - looking a 
bit tired. But the engine is a cracker and well 
capable of heaving around this Arapaho in all its 
tag-axle glory. It’s on the mighty 4,500kg chassis, 
too, which offered well over 700kg of payload 
before extras were fitted. 


This example lists four former keepers, but the 
last ones had it from 2004 - and there are signs they 
really made the most of it, also adding items like the 
TV, CD player, plenty of extra speakers and more 
along the way. They must have enjoyed it: 
they ended up swapping it for another tag- 
axle, this time from Dethleffs and an A-class. 

An unusual feature of this Arapaho is the 
L-shaped rear lounge - far more popular was 
the U-shaped version. Nevertheless, it does allow for 
a nearside picture window. A pullman dinette 


behind the driver provides a second seating area. 

Opposite the dinette is a particularly generous 
kitchen, with full cooker, sink with drainer, and 
plenty of worktop, as well as storage. 

Indeed, storage is a real strong point of this 
Auto-Trail, with its double wardrobe arrangement 
(the original vacuum cleaner is still in here) and 
no shortage of overhead lockers. 

This Arapaho also has the roof rack and ladder 
option, plus a roof box has been added, along with 
a reversing camera, towbar and electrics, four-bike 
rack, even two large spotlights at the back.

A slightly high price for a Pilote of this age? Look 
again, because this has the 3-htre engine option, as 
well as a different lounge layout that gives you two 
extra single forward-facing seats for travel, then 
converting to short settees for on-site use. Reference 
denotes a higher level of trim from France’s Pilote 
- with items such as captain’s-style swivel seats, air- 
conditioning and dashboard trim in the cab. A 
partial double-floor construction means the floor is 
flat throughout, although there’s a slight step up 
into the washroom and most folk will want ladder- 
access to the transverse double bed across the back. 


You get a pretty full kitchen here, too. It’s an 
unusual shape, but there’s space for a Smev 
cooker (four-ring hob, plus oven/grill 
combination) and a circular sink with a decent 
amount of worktop between (including an inset 
waste bin). There’s also generous locker and 
drawer storage here, while across the corridor is a 
150-htre fridge/freezer with AES (automatic 
energy selection). The locker above this has a 
slide-out holder for a TV. Overhead, a wind-up 
sunroof provides both daylight and ventilation. 

Next door to the kitchen, the washroom is 
more spacious than first impressions might 
suggest. There’s a step-in shower with folding 
doors, plus a corner unit with ‘salad bowl’ 
handbasin and a swivel-bowl toilet. 

Additions to the initial specification extend to 
two extra double mains sockets, a reversing 
camera, double bike rack, awning, door 
mirror guards, solar panel and inverter. 

There are plenty of signs of use 
throughout, but nothing to suggest 
any long-term untoward damage.

You’d expect a holder of the Dethleffs franchise 
would be happy to take one back in part- 
exchange and you’d be right here - 
especially as it was traded in for a new 
Globebus, from Dethleffs. 

This one has come full circle. It 
was retailed new by Pullingers, then 
sold privately before being traded back 
in at the Essex dealership. 

It’s a three-berth for sleeping and offers four 
travel seats, so this Ford Transit-based compact 
low-profile has plenty of versatility. And despite 
its near- van-conversion dimensions, it has a large 
permanent bed at the back. 

You might have to be a little bit athletic at 
bedtime, though - that fixed rear double is set 
high, with access via a ladder. However, its 
location means there’s generous storage space 
underneath, probably the key reason for buying 
this ’van.
